Ist Step: 
Add—Money appropriated at Town Meeting. 
Add—State Tax. 
Add—County Tax. 
This equals Tax Requirement. 


2nd Step: 

Deduct from Tax Requirement to determine amount 
to be derived from Real Estate and Personal Tax. 
Tax Requirements. 

Subtract—State Tax. 

Subtract—Poll Tax. 

Add—Overlay. 

equals Net Tax Requirement. 


R. S. 1944, Chap. 81, Sec. 49. The assessors may 
assess on the Estates, such sum above the sum com- 
mitted to them to assess, not exceeding 5% thereof for 
an Overlay. 
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3rd Step: 
Divide Net Tax Requirement by Valuation of Real 
Estate and Personal Property. This sum equals the 
Tax Rate. 


Poll Taxes 


All male persons living in a Town or City on the first 
day of April, over twenty-one years of age whether a citi- 
zen or not must pay a Poll Tax for that year, except the 
following: 

Persons in the Armed Services on Active Duty. 

Veterans receiving Adjusted Compensation. 

Any person when in the judgment of the Assessors, 
he is unable to contribute to the public charge due 
to Infirmity, Poverty or Age. No Specified Age exempts 
anyone not falling in the above status.

TOWN OF GORHAM, MAINE 
CHAPTER 81, SEC. 35, R. $..1944, AS AMENDED 


The Assessors of the Town of Gorham hereby give no- 
tice to all persons liable to taxation in said Town, that 
they will be in session at Selectmen’s Office, in said 
Town on the Ist, 2nd, and 3rd of April, 1956, from 
9:00 A.M. to 4:00 P.M. for the purpose of revising lists 
of the Polls and Estates taxable in said Town. 


Resident Owners 


All inhabitants of the Town of Gorham, Maine, and 
all Executors, Administrators, Trustees, etc., of all es- 
tates taxable in said Town of such persons are hereby 
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notified to, MAKE AND BRING INTO THE ASSESSORS 
TRUE AND. PERFECT -LISTS OF THEIR POLLS. AND 
ALL THEIR ESTATES REAL AND PERSONAL, not by 
law exempt from Taxation, of which they were pos- 
sessed on the first day of April, 1956, and be prepared 
to make oath to the truth of the same and to answer all 
proper inquiries in writing as to the nature, situation and 
value of their property liable to be taxed. 


Estates Distributed 


And when estates of persons deceased have been dis- 
tributed during the past year or have changed hands 
from any cause, the Executor, Administrator, or other 
persons interested, are hereby warned to give notice of 
such change, and in default of such notice will be held 
under the law to pay the tax assessed although such es- 
tates have been wholly distributed and paid for. 


Persons Doomed 


And any resident owner who neglects to comply with 
this notice is thereby barred of his right to make appli- 
cation to the Assessors or the County Commissioners, for 
any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list 
with his application and satisfies them that he was un- 
able to offer it at the time appointed. 


Collection of Dog Taxes 


Chapter 343, Sec. 1, Public Laws of 1945. 

The municipal officers of each city, town or planta- 
tion shall annually within 10 days from the Ist day of 
June issue a warrant, returnable on the Ist day of July 
following, to one or more police officers or constables, 
directing him or them to proceed forthwith to enter 
complaint and summons to court the owner or keeper of 
any unlicensed dog. 

Provided, however, that the said police officer or con- 
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stable may, before entering such complaint and obtain- 
ing such summons, call on the owner and keeper of said 
dog and demand that he conform with the law and pay 
the license fees due, and if the owner pays such license 
fees, he shall pay in addition thereto, the officers fee of 
85 cents, which the officer shall retain and make return 
and pay over to the city or town clerk, the license fees 


received by him.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE CHIEF 


To the citizens of the Town of Gorham: 


As the year of 1955 draws to a close, we find the 
Gorham village companies have responded to: 45 calls: 
12 chimney fires, 4 autos, 13 grass, 3 buildings, 1 tree, 
3 brush, 2 woods, 4 trucks, 1 dump, 2 out of town calls, 
and | lost person were among that number. 

At Little Falls, there were 23 calls which included, 
10 chimney, 2 buildings, 5 grass, 1 woods, 1 dump, 2 
auto and truck, 1 stand by at Gorham Station, also, 1 
where no alarm was given. One of these buildings was 
that of Norman Martin on the West Gorham Road. 

There were only 1 dump and 1 rubbish fire to call 
out the White Rock companies. 

The people of North Gorham were very fortunate, in 
not having any serious fires. There were 3 grass, 2 
chimney, and 2 woods fires: one of these being the 
Town Dump and mostly rubbish, which called out the 
Fire equipment. 

The installation of the radio will be a great help in 
calling for assistance, directing other trucks to locations 
and making reports. 

The siren was taken from the block at Gorham Village 
and installed at North Gorham. We are thankful to the 
Central Maine Power Co. for their cooperation in per- 
mitting us to install on their property and operating the 
same. 

Glo-lite type residence numbers are now being de- 
livered and attached facing the street. These will enable 
the North Gorham or any other department or persons 
looking for a fire location, to locate it more readily. A 
list of these numbers giving roads and names will soon 
be sent out to other departments. 

We have the new Fire Alarm System installed at the 
Central Fire Station in Gorham Village and each truck 
has been equipped with a short wave radio; making our 
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communication much more efficient. These radios were 
made available through the Civil Defense and from 
them we received matching funds for both the radios 
and alarm system. 

From this report you will notice there has not been a 
single fire caused by an oil burner. Therefore in closing 
| wish to thank all for their cooperation in caring for 
their burners; and to remind you of the increased ef- 
ficiency of Our Fire Department since last year.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 
Feb. 1, 1955 to Jan. 1, 1956 


Baxter Memorial Library has enjoyed a good year 
during 1955. Many new families have moved into Gor- 
ham this year and several are taking advantage of our 
library facilities. We have had 192 registrations during 
the year, 162 from the town and 30 from the college. 

This year we have purchased 226 new books and we 
have also had 102 books given to us. The largest con- 
tributor has been Mr. Ernest Wiggin of Boston, who has 
sent us three boxes of current books which have no ap- 
pearance of ever having been used. Other contributors 
are Ex-Governor Percival Baxter, Mr. George Robinson, 
Mr. Oswald Schriver, Mr. Harold Joy, Miss Olive Driver, 
Mrs. Marion Larrabee, Mr. Dean Ruck of Rockefeller 
Foundation, Mrs. Luella Beechead of Lima, Ohio, Mrs. 
Ethel Potts of San Francisco, Calif. as a memorial to Mr. 
Charles Shaw, Mrs. Netta Van Hook, Mr. James Wat- 
son, Mr. C. Burton Clark of Northern New England Con- 
ference of Seventh Day Adventists, Mrs. Corene Cole 
and Mrs. Helene Lauritsen in memory of Mrs. Bertha 
Stimson, Mr. William Bolger, Mrs. Frank Mitchell, Good 
Will Homes, Rosicrucians, Standard Oil Company, U. S. 
Dept. of Agriculture, West Coast Lumberman’s Associa- 
tion, and Fred L. Tower Company. 

Of the books accessioned this year, 181 are fiction, 
and 147 are non-fiction. We have added 73 children’s 
books to the library. 35 of these are from the famous 
Landmark books published by Random House. These 
books are simple history told in story form and very 
popular with the students. 

We subscribe to 26 magazines, 5 of which are for 
children. Those who have given magazines are Mr. James 
Tomlinson, Miss Nellie McCann, Mrs. Nellie Nason, 
Mrs. Doris Connors, Mrs. Spencer Harris, as a memorial 
to her husband, Mr. F. M. Mayer of Dallas, Texas, The 
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Garden Club, the W. C. T. U., The Kiwanis Club, and 
Christian Science. 

National Book Week was observed from November 
14 to 19. New books on display numbered 40 for chil- 
dren and 54 for adults. The librarian gave a talk to the 
Ath grade at the Campus School, at the invitation of 
the teacher, Mrs. Alberta Patch. Several groups from the 
Campus School and the High School have visited the 
library under the supervision of their teachers. 

The Gorham Library Association recently presented 
the library with a set of Encyclopedia Brittanica in 
memory of Mr. William P. F. Robie, who was for many 
years a member of the association and also a member of 
the board of trustees of the library. These encyclopedias 
were much needed as our latest encyclopedias before this 
were edited in 1931. The Trustees have also purchased 
a Webster’s New International Unabridged Dictionary 
and a Webster’s New Collegiate Dictionary. 

At the beginning of the fiscal year, Mrs. Mary Carson, 
librarian, resigned to take a position in Portland. Miss 
Myra Thurlow was elected librarian to take her place. 

We wish to thank the Portland Public Library for 
their courtesy and cooperation. Quite a number of books 
have been secured in this way for the patrons of our 
library.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
GORHAM — 1955 


For many years, Gorham has had well established 
health programs and they have been well supported by 
the community and volunteers of the Gorham Health 
Council. 

For the infants and preschool children there are 
monthly Child Health Conferences. For the school chil- 
dren, the School Health Program consists of physical ex- 
aminations, dental health programs, vision screening pro- 
grams, hearing testing and immunization clinics. 

Parents have the primary responsibility for the health 
of their children. The health programs are designed to 
assist parents in discharging this responsibility, but not 
to assume it for them. 

During the year, 150 infants and preschool children 
attended 11 Child Health Conferences. Physical examina- 
tions were given by Dr. Robert Love to 119 infants and 
preschool children; 36 were immunized against diph- 
theria, whooping cough and tetanus; 31 were vaccinated 
against smallpox. 

Your public health nurse made 48 visits to the schools 
in behalf of the school health services. There were 26 
teacher-nurse interviews and conferences. 

School physical examinations are planned every year 
with Dr. Love, school physician, the school health com- 
mittee and the public health nurse. This year 237 pupils 
in the 3rd, 6th and 9th grades have been examined; 33 
pupils were accompanied by their parents. 

There were three polio clinics conducted in June, Sep- 
tember and October. The total number of pupils com- 
pleting the first and second inoculations of Salk Vaccine 
was 185, or 77% of the age group eligible for vaccine 
sponsored by the National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis. 

This year the new Puretone Audiometer was used in 
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the Gorham schools. Individual tests were given in the 
Ist, 2nd, 3rd and 4th grades, and also any pupils from 
other grades that were referred by the teachers. Four 
hundred seventy-six pupils have been tested. Any re- 
ferrals from the-Junior High and the High School will be 
done next spring. 

There were 162 home visits made in behalf of ex- 
pectant mothers, infants, preschool children, tubercu- 
losis, venereal diseases and adult health education. Of 
this number, 25 visits were related to children with 
either orthopedic defects or cardiac involvement.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
To the Citizens of the Town of Gorham: 


Good education for the children of Gorham, coupled 
with the wise spending of the taxpayers’ dollar, has been 
the aim of your School Committee. 

This year, as in recent years, the school population’ 
has shown steady increase. Sixty-six more pupils this 
year than last year may seem a small number to some. 
Consider it, however, in terms of two full classrooms 
and two new teachers, and the problem becomes very 
real. Those two classrooms and teachers have not been 
available, and as a result existing facilities have been 
crowded and our teachers have had to carry a heavier 
load. 

Teachers’ salaries have this year been increased, and 
our salary schedule compares favorably with other towns 
in this area of similar size and educational standards. 

In spite of salary increase, the per-pupil cost is lower 
this year. 

The new elementary school at Little Falls is under con- 
struction and should be ready for school opening in 
September. Repairs on the Charles Robie Gymnasium 
have been made to comply with fire safety regulations. 


Looking Ahead 


The Town of Gorham, at its last meeting, appointed 
a citizens’ committee to study and report upon the need 
for additional school facilities. You will be hearing that 
report, and your School Committee urges you to give it 
your thoughtful consideration. 

Expanded facilities, to make possible the easing of 
the teachers’ work-load, should be of first consideration. 

The breaking of School Union No. 12 between the 
Town of Gorham and the City of Westbrook will entail 
reorganization of the Gorham School superintendency. 
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With the resignation of Dr. Anthony G. L. Brackett as 
Superintendent of Schools for the Town of Gorham, your 
School Committee wishes to express its thanks in behalf 
of the Town of Gorham for his untiring efforts during 
the past eight years in behalf of better education for the 
children of Gorham. Good wishes, too, are extended for 
his future success in the field of Education. 

The budget presented by the School Committee to 
the Budget Committee is as low as possible in order to 
maintain our educational standards. 

The report of the Superintendent of Schools gives in 
detail expenditures, accomplishments, and future needs 
of the schools of the Town of Gorham.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Gorham: 


It is a pleasure to make this annual report of the 
schools of Gorham covering the year from February 
1955 to February 1956. This is my ninth annual report 
as superintendent of schools in Gorham. 

The past year has seen the enrollment continue to 
increase, but, at the same time, Gorham citizens have 
taken two steps to care for the additional number of 
pupils. Work has begun on a new elementary school in 
Little Falls Village. A study of future school expansion 
by a committee chosen at the annual town meeting in 
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March 1955 has been completed, and a report will be 
presented at the annual town meeting this year. 

An important event of quite a different nature was the 
resignation in August of Eugene E. Rourke, principal of 
Gorham High School. Mr. Rourke carried out the respon- 
sibilities of his position efficiently and was well liked 
by pupils and teachers. The loss of a key administrator 
always brings about numerous difficult adjustments, the 
degree of difficulty being largely determined by the 
administrator who takes over the position. Gorham has 
been fortunate in obtaining Ralph H. Hudson, an educa- 
tor of many years’ experience, who has ably assumed the 
duties of principal of Gorham High School. 


New Elementary School 


The new elementary school to replace the present 
Frederick Robie School is expected to be completed for 
occupancy in September 1956. It will contain seven 
classrooms, general purpose room, cafeteria, kitchen, 
clinic, teachers’ room, and office. A detailed report of 
the work of the building committee will be found else- 
where in the Town Report. 


Offerings of the Public Schools in Gorham 


The public schools of Gorham are housed in a six- 
year high school in Gorham Village, the Frederick Robie 
Elementary School in Little Falls Village (covering grades 
junior primary through eight), the Gorham Laboratory 
School, also called the Campus School, in Gorham ViI- 
lage (housing grades junior primary through six), and 
four rural schools. 

The Elmwood School in South Gorham contains junior 
primary through grade 4; Whitney School on North 
Street houses grades 4, 5, and 6; and Wescott School 
on the Fort Hill Road contains junior primary through 
grade 3. White Rock School, like Frederick Robie, 
houses junior primary through grade 8. 
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In the Laboratory Schoo! student teachers from Gor- 
ham State Teachers College work with the regular class- 
room teachers. At the Whitney School and in certain 
grades of the Frederick Robie School student.teachers 
are also assigned. 

In the elementary schools particular stress is given 
to a mastery of tool subjects in the primary grades. 
Great emphasis is placed on learning to read and acquir- 
ing a mastery of arithmetic. 

In the intermediate grades the emphasis is shifted 
to acquiring a knowledge of subject matter. 

In the seventh and eighth or junior high grades of 
Gorham High School continued emphasis is given to a 
mastery of subject matter. English, history, geography, 
arithmetic, and science are studied. Home economics 
is offered for girls and industrial arts for boys. Classes 
are also conducted in physical education. 


Work in the ninth grade through the twelfth grade is 
organized according to courses. College preparatory sub- 
jects include foreign languages, English, mathematics, 
science, and history. There is also a commercial course, 
preparing for work in offices. The success of this course 
is apparent from the fact that almost all the graduates 
have jobs before graduation. 


A course in vocational agriculture, preparing boys for 
work on farms, is offered. There is also a course in vo- 
cational home economics. A general course is offered 
for pupils who do not anticipate continuing their educa- 
tion beyond Gorham High School and who do not wish 
to specialize in any given field but rather desire to ob- 
tain as broad an education as high school can offer. 


Although not organized as a subject course, work is 
also offered in industrial arts. 


Much of the interest of Gorham pupils is centered in 
what is usually termed “extracurricular activities.’’ Even 
in the elementary grades pupils have the Junior Red 
Cross and various hobby clubs. 
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Music teaching carried on in the classroom finds an 
extracurricular outlet through annual concerts held in 
the spring. Dramatic presentations of varying degrees of 
difficulty are also given. 

Athletic activities in the elementary grades are carried 
on with a minimum of formal organization, with group 
games during physical education periods and before and 
after school. 

In the high school, extracurricular activity is more 
formally organized. More than half the pupils are mem- 
bers of one or more musical organizations. An ambitious 
Christmas program is traditionally provided, and a spring 
concert or operetta is regularly given. 

Dramatic activity includes a three-act play in the fall, 
various presentations of one-act plays and the regular 
competition in the State One-Act Play Contest. 


This past year Gorham High School won first place in 
this contest and represented Maine in the New Eng- 
land Drama Festival held in Massachusetts. It is a great 
distinction and honor for Gorham High School to win 
this contest in the face of competition from the largest 
high schools in Maine. 


Gorham High School also has a school annual, which 
this past year won a high rating in national competition 
carried on by the Columbia Scholastic Press. 


Among the most active clubs in the school are the 
Future Farmers of America and the Future Homemakers 
of America, membership being made up of pupils en- 
rolled in the vocational agriculture and vocational home 
economics courses respectively. 


Gorham High School has an ambitious athletic pro- 
gram, starting in the fall with cross country and softball. 
Winter sports include basketball for both boys and girls. 
In the spring there are baseball, track, and softball. The 
athletic activity is organized with the definite objective 
of allowing as many boys and girls as possible to par- 
ticipate. As well as the varsity squads representing the 
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school, there are other organized squads to which boys 
and girls who are less gifted athletically may belong. 


Teacher Changes 


Ralph H. Hudson, the new principal of Gorham High 
School, holds both bachelor’s and master’s degrees from 
Boston University. He was athletic coach at Christopher 
Columbus High School in Boston and was principal of 
junior high schools in Barre, Vermont, and Lynnfield, 
Massachusetts. 

Mrs. Ruth |. Fogg comes to us after several years in 
the elementary schools of Old Town, Maine, as teacher 
of the first grade in the Campus School. Mrs. Fogg is a 
graduate of the University of Maine. 

Grayson A. Hartley, a graduate of Gorham State 
Teachers College, is starting his teaching career in the 
junior high grades of Gorham High School. Mr. Hartley 
is a resident of Westbrook and a graduate of Westbrook 
High School. 

Paul R. Larivee, a graduate of Curry College, is begin- 
ning his career by teaching English in Gorham High 
School. 

_ Miss Shirley R. Levine holds both bachelor’s and 
. master’s degrees from Boston University. She most re- 
cently taught social studies at Fryeburg Academy. 

Miss Ruth E. Mitchell, a graduate of the University of 
Maine, comes to us as teacher of English and coach of 
girls’ sports. Miss Mitchell taught at Colebrook Academy, 
Colebrook, New Hampshire, before coming to Gorham. 

Mrs. Ruth Lowell Putney, a graduate of Farmington 
State Teachers College, who has also studied at the Uni- 
versity of Maine, is our new teacher of home economics. 
Before coming to Gorham to teach she was engaged in 
business but several years ago taught home economics 
in Gray and Bucksport. 

Miss Loretta P. Robitaille, a graduate of Our Lady of 
Mercy College, Portland, teaches French and Latin. She 
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has taught at Chisholm, South Berwick, and Weld, 
Maine. | 

Gilman E. Seaver, a graduate of Boston University, 
taught in the junior high grades during the fall term but 
resigned January | to accept a position at Thornton 
Academy. This was Mr. Seaver’s first teaching position. 

Mrs. Rosalie A. West is teacher of the sixth grade at 
Frederick Robie School, coming to us from Biddeford. 
She has studied at the University of Maine. 


Repairs 


Gorham High School: Considerable painting and seal-. 
ing of floors was done. Blackboards were reset. Painting 
was done on the outside of the building. 

Campus School: Forced hot-water heat and fin-type- 
radiation was installed in two ‘‘basement’’ classrooms. A 
unit heater was installed in the lower corridor. 

Frederick Robie School: Since a new building is being 
built to replace this school, little work was done this 
year. 

Elmwood: Both routine repairs and cleaning were done 
at this building. 

Wescott School: Outside steps were repaired, new 
locks were put on the outside doors, and general clean- 
ing took place. This building was struck by lightning 
in the late summer, with the necessary replacement of 
the chimney above the roof and extensive repair to clap- 
boards and finish on the outside. 

Whitney School: This building was thoroughly — re- 
decorated on the inside. The cellar stairs were braced. 

White Rock School: New gutters were installed, and 
the outside steps were replaced. 

Charles Robie Gymnasium: As a result of a special 
appropriation at town meeting, a new fire exit was in- 
stalled on the main floor and an additional exit from the 
basement. An additional exit was provided for the girls’ 
locker room, and ventilating fans were installed. 
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Sampson House: Papering and painting were done in 
the living quarters, and wooden floors were sealed. 


Teacher Education 


Gorham teachers are constantly striving to improve 
themselves through professional study, discussion groups, 
and advanced professional education. Special teachers 
meetings are held from time to time which are ad- 
dressed by curriculum specialists. 

Teachers taking formally organized extension courses 
or summer school work receive reimbursement from the 
Town, varying from $50 to $200 depending upon the 
courses taken.

Gorham is fortunate in having Parent-Teachers Asso- 
ciations or other parent groups affiliated with every 
school except Gorham High School. These organizations 
do much to provide supplemental materials as an aid to 
the work of the teachers. | 

The primary objective of the parent groups, however, 
is to bring about a closer understanding of the work of 
the schools on the part of the parents. To this end, 
monthly meetings are held in all elementary buildings, 
with discussion groups and outside speakers consider- 
ing various problems connected with school work. 

The Gorham Health Council assists the work of the 
health nurse and the health officer and school physician 
in providing immunizations and physical examinations. 
Pre-school enrollment clinics are held in the Sampson 
House. The Health Council stands ready to help the 
schools at all times in any way which will benefit the 
health of Gorham children. 


Conveyance 


The same three major problems which | have brought 
to the attention of Gorham voters each year for several 
years past are still with us: conveyance, teachers and 
their salaries, and overcrowding. 

A basic difference of opinion probably always will be 
found in Gorham as to how far a child should be ex- 
pected to walk to school. On the assumption that a child 
must live at least one and one-half miles from school 
before conveyance is provided, bus routes have been 
set up and contracts let. Five privately owned buses are 
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now employed under contracts which will expire in 
June 1957. These contracts were let as a result of com- 
petitive bidding. 

For the most part, buses in Gorham do not go down 
side roads, but pupils are expected to walk to the main 
highway. Although this may seem a hardship in some 
cases, it allows the buses to maintain a rather constant 
schedule. If buses go down side roads where turning 
space is limited, delays often result. 

A sizable part of the school budget is now spent on 
conveyance. If eligibility for conveyance is determined 
as it now is, however, there should be little increase in 
cost for this service in the foreseeable future. 


Teachers and Salaries 


In past years Gorham has witnessed a very high per- 
centage of teacher change. Although there was some 
drop this past year, twenty-five per cent of our teach- 
ing staff is new to Gorham. 

It is reasonable to assume that there will always be 
changes in our teaching staff because of retirements 
and personal adjustments which teachers must make. 
The two big causes of teacher change, however, have 
been rather low salaries and a heavy workload. 

Teachers in Gorham elementary schools have a work- 
load which is not out of line with that of most Maine 
communities. High school teachers have had a heavier 
workload in the past and, although with employment of 
additional teachers this workload has been lessened, it 
still is in excess of that in most Maine high schools. 
Little can be done about this workload at present until 
additional space is provided. 

The salaries of Gorham teachers were increased twice 
during the past year. A salary scale is now observed 
which is higher than that of most communities in the 
State. It must be remembered, however, that Gorham 
as part of the greater Portland area is in the section of 
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the state where the most favorable salaries are paid. 
With the salary schedule most recently adopted, Gorham 
is not at a serious disadvantage with other greater Port- 
land communities. 

Gorham teachers who were already under contract 
in June 1955, when the present salary schedule was 
adopted, are to receive double increments on the 
schedule each year until they reach a point where they 
would have been had the present salary schedule been in 
effect when they were first employed in Gorham. The 
present salary schedule is as follows:

Crowding 


In common with many communities throughout the 
nation, Gorham’s most acute school problem is that of 
overcrowding. Enrollments for the past two years have 
remained rather constant in the rural schools and at 
Frederick Robie. Growth has been very rapid at the 
Laboratory School and Gorham High School. 

The various class sections in the Laboratory School 
are larger than they should be in order to provide the 
best possible instruction. It is generally accepted by 
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educators that over 25 pupils in a classroom is unde- 
sirable. Although this figure is exceeded at the Campus 
School, for the most part the classrooms are not seriously 
overcrowded as far as physical space is concerned. Part 
of the auditorium is used as a classroom, however, which 
is certainly undesirable. 

In the high school some classrooms house over 50 
as homerooms. There is insufficient locker space. Many 
of the class sessions, particularly in the seventh and 
eighth grades, greatly exceed the 25 pupil-per-class 
standard. It is possible that such serious makeshifts as 
double sessions will have to be attempted in the very 
near future. 

A committee appointed at the last annual town meet- 
ing to make recommendations for the school housing 
needs in Gorham will report at this next town meeting. 
Their suggestions should be carefully considered by 
Gorham citizens and action should be forthcoming. 


Conclusion 


This annual report, my ninth, will be my last as 
superintendent of schools in Gorham, as my resignation 
has been accepted. May | take this opportunity to thank 
the many citizens of Gorham who have had a part in 
making possible the many satisfying experiences of the 
past nine years. 

| should like to thank school committees of past years 
and this school committee for co-operation and under- 
standing support. 

| should especially like to express my appreciation to 
the teachers of Gorham. It has been a great personal 
satisfaction to have had the opportunity to provide the 
educational leadership for such a fine group of profes- 
sionally dedicated men and women.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


To Anthony G. L. Brackett, Superintendent of Schools: 
| hereby submit the principal’s annual report of Gor- 
ham High School. 

The enrollment on September 9, 1955 was 404 
pupils, an increase of 8% over that of September 1954. 
There were 78 in grade 7; 72 in grade 8; 79 in grade 
9; 63 in grade 10; 65 in grade 11, and 47 in grade 12. 
This increase in enrollment brings housing needs to the 
acute stage, and intensifies the pressure on an already 
overworked staff. The building is now being used to 
100% of capacity during most of the day, and at least 
95% at all times. When one considers that even the 
most optimistic anticipation of building use consistent 
with a desirable curriculum is 80% of capacity, it must 
be realized how critical the housing problem is with 
the present facilities. Anticipated enrollment for 1956- 
1957 is 435, without considering any increase in the 
population of Gorham. Fortunately, the increase will 
occur in grades 10, 11 and 12, where class size is still 
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reasonable, and it will be possible to absorb this in- 
crease for one year and thus avoid the undesirable alter- 
native of going on a double session. 

The pressure of increased enrollment will make it 
very difficult to maintain the present program of studies 
for the 1956-57 school year, and unless increased fa- 
cilities become available for the school year 1957-1958, 
very definite curtailment of the present curriculum will 
be necessary. While such a policy is possible, it could 
result only in the graduates of Gorham High School 
being seriously handicapped in schools of higher learn- 
ing and in industry. It would also jeopardize certifica- 
tion privileges now held by the school. The curriculum 
in the 7th and 8th grades should be enriched, so that 
any deletions in this program would result only in an in- 
tensification of difficulties in the four upper grades, if 
that danger does not already exist. Increases beyond 
present class size can result only in an increase of 
strictly book learning, with little or no provision for 
individual differences, with a resultant lack of chal- 
lenge for superior pupils and intensification of diffi- 
culty for the non-verbal pupil. 

At the December meeting of the New England As- 
sociation of Secondary Schools and Colleges, Gorham 
High School was elected to membership. Membership 
in this organization has valuable accreditation privileges 
for our graduates. 

Members of the 1955 graduating class entered such 
colleges as Vassar, Dartmouth, University of Maine, 
Gorham Teachers College and many other secondary 
schools and colleges. A very high percentage of this 
year’s senior class has already applied for admission to 
institutions of higher learning. Guidance for this has 
been given in scheduled interviews with each senior 
and follow-ups as the need was indicated. 

A very valuable resource in this work is the results 


from the tests given in grade 11. 
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The testing program this year will consist of achieve- 
ment tests in grades 7, 8, 9 and 11; capacity tests in 
grades 8, 9 and 11, and vocational interest inventories 
in grades 8 and 11. This program provides guidance help 
at the two crucial points for educational guidance — the 
place where a program of studies for high school must 
be chosen, and the place where a decision must be made 
as to the type, if any, of higher education to be pur- 
sued. 

Gorham should be very proud of its athletic coaches 
and the teams that represent it in contests with other 
schools. Working with facilities which are inadequate 
by every accepted standard, they have turned in con- 
sistently fine performances, and more important, have 
demonstrated sportsmanship which is beyond reproach. 

Gorham High School should have a new gymnasium 
Which is an integral part of the school, with proper fa- 
cilities for an adequate physical education program and 
indoor athletic contests. A further need in this area is 
an athletic field with facilities for a varied program of 
activities which is available when needed. Baseball and 
soccer have been seriously handicapped during the past 
year, with a resultant loss in prestige and morale. Work- 
ing under quite serious handicaps, Mr. McFarland has 
done a remarkable job with our boys’ varsity teams; in 
fact, it would be a serious loss to Gorham, both as a 
man and a coach, if we should ever lose him. 

Miss Mitchell is having a very successful year with 
girls’ sports. Mr. Evans coaches junior varsity basket- 
ball, and last fall re-introduced cross country with great 
success. Mr. Scribner devotes much time to a program 
for both boys and girls in grades 7 and 8. It is hoped 
that we shall be able to expand our program next year, 
especially the girls’ program. 

The music program, under the direction of Mrs. 
Bailey, has been excellent. The orchestra, madrigal 


singers and glee club have made several public ap- 
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pearances with considerable praise. They attended the 
Western Maine Music Festival held in South Paris, and 
several members will attend the All State Music Con- 
cert this spring. Gorham has every reason to be proud 
of Mrs. Bailey’s work in this area. 

Dramatics, under the direction of Mr. Larivee, have 
been successful. The seniors presented as their play, 
“Drofessor, How Could You!’’ A series of one-act plays, 
under student directors, is being presented by the dra- 
matic club for assemblies, and we shall participate in 
the State One-Act Play Contest. 

Gorham was honored by an award in the Columbia 
University yearbook contest for the 1955 ‘‘Schola.”’ The 
seniors are busy trying to improve on last year’s show- 
ing, under the direction of Mr. Holden, who richly de- 
serves our thanks for a job well done. 

The club activities in the school are quite varied. The 
Euture Homemakers, under Mrs. Putney, have had a 
very active year. The Future Farmers, under Mr. Del- 
ano’s capable direction, are one of the most active or- 
ganizations in the school. This group won the National 
FF. A. Silver Award for the third time in succession. 

During the present year the Charles Shaw Future 
Teachers Club was organized. There is an ever-increas- 
ing demand for more teachers, so it seemed desirable 
for the school to have an organization to promote stu- 
dent interest in the teaching profession. The French 
and Latin Clubs have been active, under the direction 
of Miss Robitaille. 

Our Student Council has made progress during the 
year with a limited number of projects. It is hoped that 
this group will become capable of a more extensive 


range of responsibilities in the future. One limitation in 
this area is the number of demands for the members’ 
time by other school activities. 

As a stimulus to good scholarship, service to the 
school and community, the development of character 
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and leadership, a chapter of the National Honor Society 
was formed recently. Already its effect can be felt, and 
it should prove a stimulus to even higher standards of 
scholarship by Gorham High School pupils. 

The core of any worthwhile program of education in 
a community is the teaching staff. Gorham is particular- 
ly fortunate in having people in key positions who are 
doing a superior job and whose loss should be avoided 
at all costs. Continuity of education by teachers of 
ability, who know their pupils, is of the utmost im- 
portance in providing pupils with worthwhile educa- 
tional experiences. It is desirable that the work load of 
our teachers be reduced so that they may develop pupils 
to the ultimate of their capacity to benefit from schooi 
experiences. One must remember that even the poor 
teacher does a better job of meeting individual differ- 
ences with a small class, and in this day of competition 
for teachers, this fact takes on greater significance. It is 
my belief that our teachers are sincerely interested in the 
needs of the pupils and could do an even better job 
than is being done at present if there were better means 
for becoming acquainted with the parents. Many blocks 
to learning disappear when there is mutual understand- 
ing of problems by the home and school. 

The organization of Gorham High School as a six 
_ year high school has several values for a community the 
size of Gorham. This type of organization, under one 
head, allows a continuity of education not possible in a 
three-three plan, with resultant better understanding of 
the individual pupil by the staff. An added value is that 
it allows a broader curriculum at a lower cost per pupil 
by better use of teaching personnel. The chief criticism 


of this organization is that it exposes the younger pupil 
to the more mature upper classmen, but proper ad- 
ministrative procedure can reduce these contacts far 
below that which occurs in their normal contacts in 
the community after school. The junior high school was 
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born to provide for better articulation between the ele- 
mentary school and the senior high school, but un- 
fortunately, in too many cases, it has only moved the 
need for a bridge forward one year to grade 10. The 
present type of organization seems to be very well 
adapted to the present and projected secondary educa- 
tional needs of Gorham. 

In closing, | would like to thank the Superintendent, 
the School Committee, and all others who have helped 
. to make my brief stay in Gorham so pleasant.

proper inquiries in writing as to the nature, situation and 
value of their property liable to be taxed. 


Estates Distributed 


And when estates of persons deceased have been dis- 
tributed during the past year or have changed hands from 
any cause, the Executor, Administrator, or other per- 
sons interested, are hereby warned to give notice of such 
change, and in default of such notice will be held under 
the law to pay the tax assessed although such estates have 
been wholly distributed and paid for. 


Persons Doomed 


And any resident owner who neglects to comply with 
this notice is thereby barred of his right to make appli- 
cation to the Assessors or the County Commissioners, for 
any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list 
with his application and satisfies them that he was un- 
able to offer it at the time appointed. 


Collection of Dog Taxes 


Chapter 343, Sec. 1, Public Laws of 1945. 

The municipal officers of each city, town or planta- 
tion shall annually within 10 days from the Ist day of 
June issue a warrant, returnable on the Ist day of July 
following, to one or more police officers or constables, 
directing him or them to proceed forthwith to enter 
complaint and summons to court the owner or keeper of 
any unlicensed dog. 

Provided, however, that the said police officer or con- 
stable may, before entering such complaint and obtain- 
ing such summons, call on the owner and keeper of said 
dog and demand that he conform with the law and pay

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the license fees due, and if the owner pays such license 
fees, he shall pay in addition thereto, the officers fee of 
85 cents, which the officer shall retain and make return 
and pay over to the city or town clerk, the license fees 
received by him.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE CHIEF 
To the citizens of the Town of Gorham: 


During the year of 1956, the Gorham village com- 
panies responded to 65 calls which were as follows; 
14 Chimney fires, 14 buildings, 9 woods and slash, 6 
grass, 6 dump, 2 trees, 2 autos, 2 lost persons, 1 shaving 
pile, 1 flooded oil burner, 1 burning wire, 4 out of town 
cover-ins and one misc. call. 

There was a total of 9 calls at No. Gorham which in- 
cluded 4 chimney fires, 3 dump, | flooded oil stove and 
one grass fire. 

White Rock also had 9 calls which were; 1 chimney 
fire, 5 dump, and 3 grass fires. 

Little Falls had a total of 26 calls which were: 2 build- 
ings, 7 grass fires, 1 flooded oil stove, 4 dump, | lost 
person, 6 chimney, 5 cover-in and misc. fires. 

Of the 65 calls at Gorham Village there were 7 general 
alarms which were all building fires. 

During the year we were able to procure at a very 
small cost a transmitter from the So. Portland department 
which blows the alarm automatically. Upon receipt of a 
fire by telephone the box number is set up on the trans- 
mitter and by pulling a lever the alarm is sounded. Two 
rounds of the number constitutes a small fire and four 
rounds constitutes a general alarm. 

Through an advertising campaign we were able to 
raise the cost of printing a substantial number of alarm 
cards to cover all the box numbers which are listed under 
the Gorham telephone exchange. 

If there is any family with a telephone under this 
exchange who does not have one of these cards, please 
contact me or any member of the village department and 
we will see that you have one. 

The new Tank Truck which was voted at the last Town 
meeting was placed in commission September 11th and 
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in three major fires since that time, which incidentally 
were in the rural areas, has proved itself beyond our 
expectations. Upon commission of this truck, the old 
tank truck was sent to No. Gorham which now gives the 
people of that section two pieces of apparatus. 


During the year the White Rock Station has been 
about eighty five per cent completed. There is a serious 
problem confronting the No. Gorham and White Rock 
companies in regards to sounding alarms, but we will 
make every effort to correct this situation during the 
next year. The difficulty is to centralize a telephone to 
receive fire calls and transmit alarms in both locations. 


There was a water hole dug on the Shaw road at West 
Gorham with ample water supply to take care of any 
fire that might occur in that immediate vicinity. A dry 
hydrant was installed on Route 25 by Gooch’s pond 
which will give some protection to West Gorham proper. 
| think there should be, if possible, another water hole 
on Route 25 just down over the hill from the Golden Farm 
to help protect the above area. 


There are several large buildings in this area and if 
a fire should occur there it would take a considerable 
amount of water to extinguish it. There was a small por- 
table fire pump bought and stored in the West Gorham 
area which can be very useful in case of fire in this sec- 
tion or any other section of the Town. 

All the fire trucks in the Town are now equipped 
with snow tread tires. 


At this time | would like to express my appreciation 
to the towns people for their co-operation in keeping 
fires at a minimum. 


The record of fires have proved that the people of this 
town are more fire conscious than ever before. 


In closing, the whole department and myself wish to 
thank the people who were so generous with their con- 
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tributions at the time of the Larrochelle fire which en- 
abled this family to rebuild their home.

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
GORHAM — 1956 


During the year your public health nurse made home 
visits to expectant mothers, infants, preschool children, 
individuals with tuberculosis and venereal diseases for 
adult health supervision and to crippled children. Visits 
are made according to the need to interpret physicians’ 
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recommendations, assist in planning for medical care and 
correction of remedial defects. 

This spring Salk vaccine was offered to the 5-15 year 
old group and in the fall the vaccine was made available 
to the 0-20 year old group. In Gorham there were eight 
free polio clinics and six clinics in 1955. Nine hundred 
thirty-five or 72% of the children between the ages of 
5-20 years old completed the second inoculations of Salk 
vaccine. Since August 1956, there have been 83 or 12% 
between the ages of birth through 4 years who received 
second inoculations of Salk vaccine. Nineteen in this age 
group received the vaccine at the child health confer- 
ences. Parents should be encouraged to have their in- 
fants and preschool children protected against polio. 

During the school year visits were made to the schools 
in behalf of school health services, consisting of teacher- 
nurse conferences, planning and assisting with school 
physical examinations and planning immunization clinics. 
Home visits were made whenever needed in relation to 
school health problems and for prevention and correction 
of physical defects. 

This year 203 infants and preschool children attended 
12 child health conferences. Periodic physical examina- 
tions were given by Dr. Robert Love, conference physi- 
cian. Fifty-one children were immunized against diph- 
theria, whooping cough, and tetanus and 27 were vacci- 
nated against smallpox. Since August there has been 
an increase in the attendance at child health conference 
probably due to the availability of Salk vaccine offered 
to infants and preschool children. There are still too 
many children entering school with no protection against 
diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, smallpox, and 
polio. 

The parents have primary responsibility for the health 
of their children. The health activities are designed to 
assist the parents in discharging this responsibility but 
not to assume it for them. 
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Because of advanced medical practices, people are 
living longer and the public health nurse finds herself 
becoming more and more involved in the physical, emo- 
tional, social and financial problems of the aged. 

If the Gorham Health Council continues to sponsor 
and maintain a good community health program they will 
need the continued interest and support of every citizen.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


Gorham citizens can well be proud of Baxter Memor- 
ial Library, situated nearly in the center of the town and 
well stocked with books on almost every subject, all types 
of popular magazines, and reference books. Last year 
we added to our library a beautiful 24 volume set of En- 
cyclopedia Britannica. This year we have purchased the 
_ latest edition of Compton’s Pictured Encyclopedia, and 

Childcraft, a delightful set of books for small children, 
which may be used for reference or may be taken home 
for use. We also have in the reading room a new Web- 
ster’s International Unabridged Dictionary, Rand Mc- 
Nally 1956 World Atlas, the Maine Register for many 
years back, books of synonyms, quotations, etiquette, 
current history, current biography, and the Revised Stan- 
dard Version of the Bible. Our reading room is light and 
attractive. We welcome any of the new citizens of our 
town as well as many of those of longer residence who for 
some reason have never patronized our library. We feel 
that there is something here for everybody. 

We have added to the library during the year 1956, 
340 books, 99 of which have been gifts. Of these books

CIVIL DEFENSE REPORT 


Complying with the State Civil Defense and Public 
Safety Act; a Civil Defense Administration was estab- 
lished in the town. 

A director and two assistants were appointed and the 
organization was accomplished according to the plans 
issued by the state. 

The director and staff have tried to the best of their 
abilities to give to the town a sound organization. A great 
deal of time has been put into the effort. We have per- 
haps accomplished the minimum and know much more 
can be done with more interest on the part of the citi- 
zens of the town. 

Civil Defense is every citizens obligation and in order 
to survive, every citizen should make it his or her duty 
to contribute to the cause by volunteering for some serv- 
ice. | 

By pooling Civil Defense funds with funds of the Fire 
Department a better fire whistle and radio equipment 
for both organizations was purchased at a cost of $6,- 
440.20. One half of this amount was received by town 
from Federal Civil Defense matching funds. Matching 
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funds are available to a town which can qualify by meet- 
ing the organizations requirements of the state. The town 
must also set aside an amount of money for Civil Defense 
use in order to qualify for matching funds. Two mem- 
bers of the staff have attended courses at University of 
Maine. We have tried to keep expenses down to a mini- 
mum.

GORHAM HEALTH COUNCIL 


The Gorham Health Council submits the following 
report voted at the last Town Meeting: 


Projects sponsored by the Gorham Health Council in- 
clude a dental survey by Dr. Charles Bouffard and an 
eye survey by Dr. Roland Fogg. 

In October, Dr. Bouffard screened all children of the 
Gorham schools. Toothbrushes were given to all sub- 
primary children and instruction in their proper use. Dual 
students were found to be in need of dental care and 
notices sent to their parents. 

We held six clinics, completing work on twelve chil- 
dren during the school year. An additional twelve were 
completed through the summer. 

During the school year, a visual screening test was 
given by Dr. Roland Fogg to nearly 200 children in grades 
three and six of the Campus school, and the ninth grade 
at the High School. About 7% of this group was re- 
ferred for further visual examination.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Gorham: 

This is the report of your Superintending School Com- 
mittee for the year 1956. We have attempted to operate 
the schools of Gorham in the best interests of the students 
and citizens of the community, and to provide the best 
possible educational services within its physical and fi- 
nancial limitations. 

The Gorham School System is in a period of growth 
and transition. Because of breaking the School Union that 
had existed with Westbrook for many years we were 
obliged to employ a Superintendent, establish an office 
and equip it, and employ a Secretary. The former secre- 
tary who was employed by the Town of Gorham elected 
to stay in the Westbrook office. We were fortunate to 
have a qualified superintendent in Mr. Dwight Webb, the 
Principal of the Campus School, who was familiar with 
Gorham and its schools, to fill the position of Acting 
Superintendent. 

Mr. Webb was formerly Principal of the Frederick 
Robie School. He is a graduate of Gorham State Teachers 
College and has a Master’s Degree in Education from the 
University of Maine. Since March 1956 he has divided 
his time between the duties of Principal of the Campus 
School and those of Acting Superintendent of Schools. 

Under this agreement we have had the advantage of 
having our own superintendent with a local office and 
secretary allowing more prompt attention to be given to 
Gorham school problems. This has contributed greatly to 
the spirit of co-operation between the teachers, superin- 
tendent, school committee and parents that has existed 
this year. 

We would call the attention of the citizens to the fact 
that the school population continues to grow. The in- 
crease in the ten year period, 1946 to 1956, was from 
827 to 1279. This increase of 452 is the equivalent to 15 
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classrooms; however, the town has currently in use only 
2 more classrooms than were in use ten years ago, 35 
classrooms being in use in 1956 as compared with 33 in 
1946. During this period one room was discontinued at 
West Gorham, one at North Gorham, one at Longfellow 
and seven at Frederick Robie, which has been replaced by 
the New Little Falls School that opened in September 
1956. Five additional classrooms were made available at 
the present high school, a net gain of two classrooms, but 
an increased enrollment of 452 students in this ten year 
period. 

The Town appointed a School Survey Committee at the 
1955 Town Meeting to study this need; however, no 
action on construction was taken following this com- 
mittee’s report which was made to the Town in 1956. 

The Building Planning Committee was appointed in 
1956; their report is now ready for your consideration. 
We believe that a study of the following table will point 
out the need to provide additional classrooms. 
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It is evident that the increase in the enrollment has 
inevitably resulted in a corresponding increase in ex- 
penses. The budget which this committee has presented 
to the citizens of Gorham to cover the financial needs of 
running the town’s schools for the fiscal year 1957-58 
represents the absolute essentials for the coming year 
as far as we have been able to anticipate them. 

We urge you to study the report of the Superintendent 
of Schools which gives in detail the expenses and accom- 
plishments of the schools for the fiscal year 1956-57.

Teacher Changes

at Mt. Desert, Maine, for one year, was coach and sub- 
master at Bar Harbor, Maine, for ten years and principal 
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at Woodland, Maine, for four years. Mr. Savage is doing 
a highly commendable job as principal of Gorham High 
School. 

Miss Rutherford Hanson, a graduate of Bates College, 
was elected head of the English Department at Gorham 
High School. She brings to Gorham many years of success- 
ful teaching experience. 

Mr. Frank Day, a graduate of Gorham State Teachers 
College, is starting his teaching career at Gorham High 
School. Mr. Day teaches English in grades seven and 
eight. 

Mrs. Frances Boothby, a graduate of Gorham High 
School and Gorham State Teachers College, formerly 
taught school in South Paris, Maine. Mrs. Boothby teaches 
English and Guidance in grades seven and eight. 

Miss Edith McCauley, a graduate of Gorham High 
School, attended Westbrook Junior College and graduated 
from Our Lady of Mercy College. She was a teacher in 
Limington Academy before coming to Gorham. Miss Mc- 
Cauley teaches English and coaches dramatics at Gor- 
ham High School. 


Mrs. Jayne Andersen graduated from the Farmington 
Normal School and later attended Gorham State Teachers 
College. Mrs. Andersen formerly taught at the Campus 
School and at Falmouth. She teaches the sixth grade at 
the Little Falls School.

Teachers College. Mr. Gouzie teaches grade seven at the 
Little Falls School.

Little Falls School 


The citizens of Gorham have every reason to be proud 
of the new school at Little Falls. The building consists of 
seven classrooms, one all-purpose room, one teachers’ 
room, a Clinic, kitchen, and administrator's office. 

This building was not built to relieve any crowded con- 
dition at the old Frederick Robie building as that building 
was not crowded; however, the old Frederick Robie 
building has reached a point of obsolescence in accor- 
dance with modern educational standards. This building 
houses Junior Primary through eight. The seventh and 
eighth grades at the White Rock School were transferred 
to this building last fall. 

Three perennial problems are still with us; namely, 
crowding, teachers’ salaries, and conveyance. These prob- 
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lems have been presented nearly every year in the Town 
report. 


Crowding 


Gorham is not unique in being faced with a growing 
school population; other towns are faced with the same 
problem. 

At the present time at the Campus School there are 
two divisions to each grade. Last year ninety-eight pupils 
entered the Junior Primary thus necessitating a split 
session of the Junior Primary group. 

Next year, the present Junior Primary class will be 
moving on to the first grade, therefore creating another 
division, (using a pupil-teacher ratio of 30-1). Classroom 
space must be found for this extra division. 

The Elmwood School houses Junior Primary through 
grade four; the fourth grade enters the fifth grade at the 
Campus School. At the present time the Campus School 
fourth grade has seventy-six pupils with eight children 
being transferred from Elmwood School. This makes a 
total of 84 children for the fifth grade at the Campus 
School. By using the same ratio of 30 pupils to 1 teacher 
(ideal 25-1) this enrollment required another division of 
the fifth grade in order to have a desirable teaching situa- 
tion. When the ratio exceeds 35-1, a teacher keeps school 
rather than teaches school. Another classroom is needed 
for the extra division. 

At the High School the same situation exists. Classes 
are being held in the auditorium and library. Home rooms 
are being assigned in the Home Economics, Agriculture 
Shop and laboratory. Some home rooms have as high as 
50 pupils. 

The Industrial Arts program is conducted at the State 
Teachers College, all facilities provided by the College 
except the teacher. Facilities means the replacement 
value of equipment, $12,000, and replacement value of 
building, $20,000, total $32,000. The contract with the 
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State expires June 1958. The Shop program cannot be 
continued at the college because the college must use 
these facilities for its own training program. 

Home Economics is conducted at the Sampson House. 
The State Director of Home Economics recently visited 
the department and advised the town not to spend any 
more money on it because the space does not meet with 
state standards for the size of the school. 

In the present location the State will subsidize the 
Town for one more year; after that, if nothing is done 
State subsidy ceases. 

_ This means that by the fall of 1958, Gorham High 

School will not be able to offer Industrial Arts unless ade- 

quate housing is found also. After 1958 Home Economics 

will not be approved by the State in its present location. 
Teachers Salaries 

As in all businesses, the law of supply and demand 
applies to the teaching profession. The supply is small, 
thus creating a demand for trained and experienced 
teachers. 

To acquire and retain qualified teachers is a problem 
for or in any school system. The salary scale was in- 
creased twice a year ago and once during the past year. 
The salary schedule that we now have, compares very 
favorably with the better salary schedules in the State. 
The present salary schedule is as follows:

Conveyance 


Essentially the same problem exists, the demand for 
additional services in contrast with a desire to avoid in- 
creased expenditure. At the present time the children of 
Gorham are transported by five privately owned buses, 
under contracts that expire in June 1957. These contracts 
were let as a result of competitive bidding. | 

The present policy concerning transportation remains 
the same as in past years. For the benefit of the newer 
members of the community | think it bears repeating. 
The present policy is to convey pupils on established bus 
routes who live over one and one-half miles from the 
school which they attend. If there is room on the bus, 
pupils living between one mile and one mile and one-half 
are carried. 


School Program 


Most citizens and educators agree that the 3 R’s are 
the foundation on which all further education must build. 
Added to these basic fundamentals are a variety of other 
subjects which are nearly as fundamental to effective 
living. 

One often hears the comment, “In the good old days’. 
Just when the good old days stopped is another question, 
but it is reasonable to assume that it was approximately 
the number of years ago that the speaker is old, minus 
twenty. 

Emphasis is still placed on the three R’s, phonics is 
still taught and drill is not outmoded. The best advice 
that | can offer parents, is to visit your schools and find 
out first hand just what is being taught. | am sure that 
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you will find teachers most cooperative and eager to ex- 
plain their program first hand. 

In the elementary school program, emphasis is placed 
primarily on the basic school subjects, namely; reading, 
arithmetic, and English. Other subjects taught are history, 
geography, science, physical education, music, art, and 
handwriting, which consists of manuscript and cursive. 
The cursive begins in the latter part of grade two. 

In the High School the various subject offerings are 
divided into courses, namely; college, general and com- 
mercial. 

Home Economics and Agriculture provide vocational 
training. Industrial Arts is offered to the upper four 
grades and is conducted at the College using their fa- 
cilities. 

Extracurricular activities are conducted in all schools. 

Many citizens are now aware of the financial benefit 
the town derives by providing the State a school in which 
to train their student teachers. 

The State pays the salaries of all the regular teachers, 
substitutes, proportionate part of art, music and physical 
education instructors, and janitors. They also pay for all 
utilities and fuel. 

The State then bills the town 40% of this total figure 
for the town’s share of operation. The figures for last 
year were Town’s share $24,357.62, State share $41,- 
536.00. 

If this $41,536 were added to the tax bill, it would 
have considerable effect on the tax rate. 

Being a neophyte in this position, | would especially 
like to thank the School Committee for their help and 
understanding and the teachers for their splendid co- 
operation. 

In the final analysis good teachers are the core to any 
good educational system.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The school year 1956-57 opened in September with 
an enrollment of 440 students in grades 7 through 12. 
Because of transfers and drop outs the present enroll- 
ment is 431. This figure is a gain of approximately 35 
students over the previous year. There are 67 in grade 
seven, 80 in grade eight, 98 in grade nine, 67 in grade 
ten, 56 in grade eleven, and 63 in grade twelve. 

As it now stands, we are crowding some of these pu- 
pils into the Sampson House and the Agricultural Shop 
for home rooms and activity periods. We are using the 
cafeteria five periods a day for study hall and the audi- 
torium two periods a day for study hall. Both of these 
are inadequate for such purposes because it is extremely 
difficult for pupils to develop good study habits under 
such conditions. ) 

Our present enrollment makes it difficult to house 
properly our laboratory courses. The physics and chem- 
istry facilities are far too small for the demands made 
upon them. We have had to split the laboratory work in 
chemistry this year into two divisions and have moved 
the class recitation sessions into a larger room. Our typ- 
ing and bookkeeping classes are also limited in size be- 
cause of lack of space. Many non-commercial course 
pupils would like to take, and should take typing, but 
there just isn’t room for them. 

Our home economics facilities are very limited and, 
in the immediate future, we face the definite loss of 
State Subsidy in that area. 

The industrial arts course, as you all know, is housed 
at the Teachers’ College. This cuts down the time of 
each class period for the boys because they have to be 
given more time between classes. This is also true of 
home economics. Furthermore the industrial arts facili- 
ties will not be available to us after June 1958. 
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For better teaching and administration, both home eco- 
nomics and industrial arts courses should be in the same 
building with the other classes. 

Another year we anticipate an increase of at least 40 
students in the upper four grades of the high school. This 
will further tax our already overcrowded condition. This 
increased enrollment will also put us into Class “‘L”’ in 
basketball. This means added difficulties in trying to 
schedule games in our small gymnasium. A new gym- 
nasium would enable us to carry on a much better basket- 
ball program and to have physical education classes for 
all students. 

The State Department of Education, as well as the New 
England Association of Secondary Schools and Colleges, 
has set up standards for accreditation of Secondary 
Schools. We must be examined for accreditation in the 
near future. With our present overcrowding and lack 
of facilities in areas already mentioned, we stand a good 
chance of losing our Class ‘A’ Rating. 


The many activities such as athletics, chorus, mad- 
rigals, F.F.A., F.H.A., Yearbook, F.T.A., N.H.S., student 
council, one act plays, clubs, and assemblies are being 
sponsored. | 


In spite of the existing physical limitations we have 
begun changes which should improve the learning process 
for all concerned. The English department has been di- 
vided by setting up separate classes for General, Com- 
merical, and College courses. A similar grouping has 
been started in other departments. This avoids having 
students from all three courses in the same class. 


We have also strengthened our ranking system this 
year by raising the requirements for A’s and B’s. This 
may be a bit difficult at first, but the long range results 
should benefit our students. 

Our faculty consists of 17 full time teachers including 
the principal and one part time teacher. Four new teach- 
ers—Miss Hanson, Miss McCauley, Mrs. Boothby, and 
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Mr. Day, along with the principal—joined the staff this 
year. We have a fine and able group of teachers and the 
morale is very high. | want to thank the faculty for the 
splendid cooperation which they have given me this year. 

Many of the graduates of 1956 are continuing their 
education. There are representatives at Cornell, Univer- 
sity of N. H., University of Maine, Vermont Junior Col- 
lege, Gorham State Teachers’ College, Portland Junior 
College, Richmond Professional Institute, Lino-Type 
School, Simmons, Portland University, M.V.T.|., McLain 
Hospital of Nursing, and Boston University. Many others 
are in the Armed Forces, married, or working in private 
business. 

We had a large number of parents at our Open House 
during Education Week this year who seemed to enjoy 
following the schedule of their own child through an 
abbreviated class program. Parents and citizens are al- 
ways welcome to visit or call the school. | urge all parents 
who have any questions or problems about their own 
child’s work to contact the school first. None of us alone 
can do a thorough job of educating a boy or girl, but with 
the wholehearted cooperation of the home, school, and 
community, we can more nearly do the job as it should 
be done. 

In closing, | would like to thank you, the school com- 
mittee, and the citizens for the splendid cooperation dur- 
ing my first year in Gorham.

Chapter 343, Sec. 1, Public Laws of 1945. 

The municipal officers of each city, town or planta- 
tion shall annually within 10 days from the Ist day of 
June issue a warrant, returnable on the Ist day of July 
following, to one or more police officers or constables, 
directing him or them to proceed forthwith to enter 
complaint and summons to court the owner or keeper of 
any unlicensed dog.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE CHIEF 
To the citizens of the Town of Gorham: 


During the year of 1957, the Gorham Village com- 
panies responded to sixty-one calls, which were as fol- 
lows: 6 chimney fires, 11 buildings, 10 woods and 
slash, 7 grass, 9 dump and rubbish, 5 oil burners, | 
auto, 2 lost persons, 2 out of town, and 8 miscellaneous 
calls. 

There was a total of 8 calls at No. Gorham which 
included 1 chimney, | house, 5 woods, and | dump fire. 

White Rock also had 9 calls which were 1 chimney, 
3 grass, 1 house, 1 woods, 2 dump and | miscellaneous 
call. 

The property loss this year has been very small com- 
pared to previous years, but as you all know one tragic 
fire in the White Rock area took four lives. During the 
past seven years there has been a toll of ten lives lost 
in this town from fire. This is a very serious situation 
and | hope in the future everyone will be fire conscious 
enough to inspect all heating and electrical appliances 
in their home. Although the department has made record 
runs on these particular fires, it has been impossible to 
control the loss of life. Let’s all pitch in and stop these 
tragic fires in our town. 

You people have been very co-operative in outdoor 
burning this last year, and we hope you continue to be 
so this coming year. 

The town has installed three dry hydrants the past 
year. One at West Gorham on Route #25 from Golden’s 
Pond, one on Mighty Street near Robert Gordon’s, and 
one in White Rock by the James Eddy property. 

Last year the town bought nine hydrants from the 
Portland Water District at the low cost of $10.00 each, 
of which one was used in the White Rock area. | think 
the town should vote to utilize these hydrants in the 
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water holes that now exist in the rural area. These dry 
hydrants make water supplies very accessible both sum- 
mer and winter. 

A portable generator was purchased by Civil Defense 
and placed in commission in the Fire Department for use 
in both fire and emergency work. 

We were able through Civil Defense to get flood 
lights and many useful tools through the Government 
warehouse at Winthrop, Maine, at a very small cost. 

Two Scott Air Packs were purchased this year and 
placed on Tank #1. These packs enable firemen to 
breathe fresh air when extinguishing fires in houses filled 
with smoke which otherwise they would not be able to 
enter. 

Being unable to make a satisfactory arrangement with 
the telephone company regarding a fire alarm system in 
the White Rock and No. Gorham area, we are now getting 
information from an electronic’s company which will be 
presented in a special article at town meeting. This sys- 
tem will consist of radios in White Rock and No. Gorham 
connected to sirens in each location so we will be able 
to blow alarms and have communication with all sections 
of the department. These alarms will be blown from 
Gorham Village where we have telephone coverage 
twenty-four hours of the day. You simply call the fire 
number (VE 4-2221) on the Gorham exchange and report 
the fire and the alarm and information will then be 
handled by radio. 

Through reimbursements by the State Forestry Dept., 
together with savings accumulated by keeping fires at 
a minimum; we were able to install furnaces at White 
Rock and No. Gorham stations. 

The whole department and myself wish to thank the 
people for their help after the tragic fire at White Rock, 
| know their contributions were greatly appreciated.

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REPORT OF CHIEF OF POLICE 


| hereby submit my first report as Chief of Police of 
the Town of Gorham. 

The present Constable Force consists of fifteen men 
including the Chief of Police and operates very similar 
to our Fire Department in that our members have other 
occupations and are paid for the hours actually worked 
and we have tried to divide the work as evenly as pos- 
sible in order to create a better working system. 

This year with the increased appropriation we tried to 
give coverage to the entire Town and especially the more 
congested areas. Our men have regular assignments for 
duty and can be reached at any time, if not call your 
Chief or his Deputy. 

The complaints investigated this year have consisted 
of breaks, petty larceny, prowlers, intoxication, vanda- 
lism, missing persons, lost children, accidents of cars or 
otherwise, disposing of dead dogs on the highways, pa- 
trolling public beaches in the summer season and many 
other minor complaints. 

Under our School Patrol System we have had two 
Constables on duty during the day at different intervals 
for protection of the school children. Our men have 
always been available for holiday celebrations and for 
Civil Defense alarms at no expense to the Town and 
many other calls of minor importance. Residences of 
citizens while on vacations have been checked night 
and day for their protection. 

Patrols consisting of one or two men in private cars 
have covered every section of the Town on regular sched- 
ules during the night hours. Approximately 4,563 miles 
were covered by our Patrols and answering complaints. 

Through the co-operation of our Civil Defense Direc- 
tor we have been loaned car radios for our department 
and the base station has been moved from the Fire Sta- 
tion to the remodeled Selectmen’s Office on School 
Street. 
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All our men are well uniformed and should be an 
asset to the Towns personel. 

We have held meetings during the year for special 
instruction and have had members of the State Police 
talk to us about the problems confronting us and how 
to handle them correctly. Also all our experiences are 
revealed and discussed. 

We have received much information from our loyal 
citizens which is greatly appreciated, especially on local 
disturbances. 

In closing | wish to thank all the members of this 
department, the Board of Selectmen for their loyal co- 
operation with me and also the interest the Town has 
shown with their efforts and information.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


The year of 1957 has been a reasonably satisfactory 
one at the Baxter Memorial Library. Many new families 
have moved into the town and quite a few are taking 
advantage of our library facilities. We should be glad to 
welcome many more, as well as more citizens of longer 
residence. We feel that we have much to offer at Bax- 
ter Memorial Library. We have sunny attractive reading 
rooms both for adults and for children. These rooms are 
equipped with reference works of all kinds. We take the 
Boston Herald, and, as a gift from the Christian Science 
Church, the Christian Science Monitor. 

We subscribe to 26 magazines, 5 of which are for 
children. Magazines have been given to us by Miss Nel- 
lie McCann, Miss Cornelia Whittier, Miss Elizabeth Fox, 
Mr. and Mrs. Herbert Shaw, Mr. Robert Harris of Glen- 
dale; Cal., Dr. Louella Beecher of Lima, Ohio, The Gor- 
ham Garden Club, The Gorham Woman’s Club, Rowe 
Motors, Bell Telephone Co., Kiwanis Club of Gorham, 
Christian Science Church, Am. Business Men’s Founda- 
tion, and Dept. of Public Relations of Kentucky. 

Gifts of books have been made by Mr. Ernest Wig- 
gin, Mr. Harold Joy, Hon. Robert Hale, Mr. and Mrs. 
William Wheeler, Teddy Adams, Debby Lopez, Mrs. 
Georgia Berry, Mrs. Phyllis Howard, Mr. Edward Schri- 
ver, Mrs. Molly Burrows, Miss Gertrude Hanscom, Mr. 
and Mrs. Samuel Brocato, Mormon Church, and several 
institutes and public foundations. Mrs. Albert Potts of 
San Francisco has presented the library with a beautiful 
book entitled ‘‘American Arts and Skills’? in memory 
of Mrs. Nellie Nason. 

We have added to the library this year 310 books, 
of which 122 have been gifts. Of these books 186 are 
fiction and 124 nonfiction. 

The library has been open from 2:00 to 5:00 each 
afternoon, and from 7:00 to 9:00 each Wednesday even- 
ing. In order to accommodate the high school in their 
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new set-up this year, we have made a change recently 
on Thursdays. On that day the library is open in the 
morning from 9:00 to 12:00, instead of in the after- 
noon, Students may visit the library under a system of 
slips issued by the school. They may come singly or in 
class groups. Thursday forenoon is, of course, not re- 
served for the school. Adults are welcome for selection 
of books or for reference work. 

Under the direction of Miss Charlotte Millett, the 
Horizon club of the Campfire has carried on a story 
telling hour on Wednesday afternoons. Children from 
the Campus school have come to the library for this 
_ hour, which seems to have been quite enjoyable. The 
hour has been dropped during the winter. 

There have been 183 registrations, 147 from the town 
and 36 from the college. Many of the town registrations 
are those of children who have reached the age of 10 
and can, therefore, take out books on their own cards. 

In April our assistant librarian, who had served in the 
library for over ten years, had a heart attack. She has 
been unable to resume her duties as yet. Her place is 
being filled by Mrs. Sylvia Martin, who is doing ex- 
cellent work and seems to enjoy it very much.

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
GORHAM - 1957 
A generalized nursing service embraces the entire 


community and all age groups. 
Your public health nurse made home visits in behalf 
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of expectant mothers, infants, preschool children, tuber- 
culosis, venereal disease, school health, adult health, 
crippled children, mental health, and problems of the 
aging. Visits are made according to the need for health 
education, to interpret physician's recommendations, to 
make use of community resources, to assist in planning 
for medical care and correction of remedial defects. 

This year 307 infants and preschool children attended 
11 child health conferences. There were 103 receiving 
physical examinations. Completed immunization against 
diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, smallpox, and polio 
were done on 144 infants and preschool children. 

During the school year the school physician gave 
physical examinations to 397 pupils. In this group 91 
parents were present. There was a 23% parent partici- 
pation as compared to 16% last year and 28% in 1953. 
Home visits are made whenever needed in relation to 
school health problems and for prevention and cor- 
rection of physical defects. Visits are made to schools 
in behalf of school health services, consisting of teacher- 
nurse conferences, and planning and assisting with 
school health activities. 

The nurse participated in four polio clinics for the 
0 - 20 year old age group. Eight received the second dose 
and 929 received the third dose of Salk vaccine. 

Individual hearing tests were given to 323 pupils re- 
' ferred by teachers and new admissions. 

The Gorham Health Council has continued to sup- 
port and maintain a good community health program.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE OF BUILDING CODE 


The Committee ‘‘appointed to study Building Codes 
and make recommendations to the Town on the same” 
in accordance with the provisions of Article 79 of the 
1957 Town Meeting, has considered the experience of a 
number of towns of comparable size and has reviewed 
the Building Codes under which they have been operat- 
ing for varying lengths of time. 

Codes now in effect in these localities reveal wide 
variation in scope and in detail; some are limited to a 
relatively simple manual which is hardly more than a 
layman’s guide to good building practice, while others 
attempt to specify methods and materiel for almost any 
type of construction likely to be encountered. 

All codes reviewed, however, have certain basic con- 
cepts on which they are founded and certain similarities 
in administrative procedures. 

Basic Concepts: Most Building Codes are primarily 
concerned with the aspect of Public Safety and do not 
attempt to invade the field of Zoning and Regional 
Development which is customarily under the jurisdiction 
of Zoning or Planning Boards. 

Questions of Public Safety however, covering such 
matters as Fire Prevention, Sanitation and Structural 
Loading are so closely related to problems of community 
development that some towns have found it desirable 
to combine the functions of the Building Code and 
Zoning Boards. 

Administration: In the matter of administration, these 
are points of similarity which seem to be common to all 
codes: 

(a) Approval of plans and issuance of permits for 
all building activity above an established minimum 
cost, before work can be started. 

(b) Inspection by qualified inspectors of work in 
progress. Such inspector being authorized to stop 
work which does not meet the required standards. 
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(c) Issuance of final approval certificates before use 
is permitted. 

(d) Establishment of a Board of Review, authorized 
to permit exceptions to the code where such 
exceptions are warranted by the circumstances 
and to pass on all controversial questions arising 
from administration of the code. 

(e) Establishment of penalties for failure to comply 
with requirements of the code. 

Financing: There seem to be two commonly accepted 
methods of financing the administration of a Building 
Code: 

(a) The Cost of permits and approvals is set high 
enough to cover the costs of inspection and ad- 
ministration and all fees accrue to the person 
or persons responsible for the administration of 
the code; or 

(b) a salaried inspection and administration force 
is set up and all fees accrue to the Town. 

It is possible that a combination of these methods 
might be desirable, whereby those responsible for in- 
spection and administration would receive a nominal re- 
tainer and rely upon the fees to augment the remunera- 
tion. 

Conclusion: The Committee feels that almost any 
Building Code is better than none, but it also feels that 
a relatively simple code would serve our purpose better 
than the more comprehensive and elaborate codes de- 
signed for towns where building activity is somewhat 
greater and more diversified than with us. 

We feel that further extensive exploration in the 
field of Building Code developments in other states 
should be made before attempting to develop a code 
which will most nearly meet the needs of the town 
without imposing undue burdens on the public, but it 
also feels that such exhaustive study and extensive 
preparation should not be undertaken unless the town 
feels that the adoption of a Building Code is desirable 
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and is willing to meet the expense of preparation and 
administration. 

Recommendation: We, therefore, submit the follow- 
ing recommendation for consideration at this time. 

“The Committee recommends that a Building Code be 
Prepared, which will provide, for minimum standards 
for all construction above an estimated cost of $250.00, 
for the administration of such code and for the method 
of financing such administration.”

To the Superintending School Committee and Citi- 
zens of Gorham: 


| hereby submit my annual report of the schools 
of Gorham covering the year February 1957 to February 
1958. 
Teacher Changes 


At the high school: Mr. Allen Savage resigned to ac- 
cept a position as principal of Stearns High School in 
Millinocket. Mr. Savage did a very commendable job 
during his short stay in Gorham. Mr. Charles H. Delano 
was elected to succeed Mr. Savage. Mr. Delano was 
formerly head of the Agriculture Department at Gor- 
ham High School. He holds both Bachelor’s and Mas- 
ter’s Degrees from the University of Maine. Mr. De- 
lano is doing a creditable job as administrator of Gor- 
ham High School. 

Mr. Elliott E. Tracy was employed to fill the vacancy 
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caused by the resignation of Mr. Edward McFarland, 
who resigned to accept a position in the Scarboro school 
system. Mr. Tracy is a graduate of Washington State 
Teachers College. 

Mrs. Helen M. Downing replaced Miss Loretta Robi- 
taille, who resigned to accept a teaching position at 
Stearns High School in Millinocket. Mrs. Downing holds 
an A.B. degree from Pembroke College and an A.M. 
degree from Brown University. 

Mr. Robert Stevens was hired to fill the vacancy 
caused by the promotion of Mr. Delano to the principal- 
ship. Mr. Stevens formerly taught agriculture in Fort 
Fairfield and is a graduate of the University of Maine. 

Mrs. Jean Hart was hired to replace Mr. Dwight Ho- 
ward, who resigned to accept a teaching position in 
Portland. Mrs. Hart is a graduate of Ohio State Univer- 
sity. 

Miss Anna Lee was hired as an additional teacher to 
teach languages at the high school. Miss Lee taught in 
Gorham in 1945. Miss Lee is a graduate of St. Joseph’s 
College with summer school work at Middlebury, Laval, 
and Catholic University. 

In the Junior High School: Mr. Laurence Fickett was 
advanced to principal of the junior high, from principal 
of Little Falls School. 

Mrs. Stanley Weir was hired to teach social studies 
at the junior high school. Mrs. Weir is a graduate of 
Colby College and had previous experience teaching 
junior high school social studies. 

Mrs. Thelma Sanborn was transferred from the Whit- 
ney School to teach science in the junior high school. 
Mrs. Sanborn is a graduate of Gorham State Teachers 
College with a major in science. 

At the Campus School: Mrs. Muriel Stone was hired 
to teach a third division of the first grade made neces- 
sary by the increased enrollment. Mrs. Stone is a grad- 
uate of Farmington State Teachers College. 
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Mrs. Eleanor Wiggin was hired to teach grade four 
at the Campus School. Mrs. Wiggin is a graduate of 
Connecticut Teachers College and formerly taught in 
Meriden, Connecticut. 


Mrs. Claire Libby was hired to replace Mrs. Nina 
Adams, who resigned to accept a teaching position in 
the South Portland school system. Mrs. Libby has pre- 
viously taught at the Campus School. 


Miss Josephine Matthews was hired to teach grade 
five at the Campus School. Miss Matthews is a graduate 
of Gorham State Teachers College. 


At Little Falls School: Mr. Grayson Hartley was pro- 
moted to principal of the Little Falls School replacing 
Mr. Laurence Fickett who was transferred to the princi- 
palship at Gorham Junior High School. Mr. Hartley is 
a graduate of Gorham State Teachers College with sum- 
mer work at the University of Maine. Mr. Hartley is 
doing a very fine job in his new position. 

Mr. John Pecoraro was hired to teach the seventh 
grade at the Little Falls School. He replaces Mr. Wilfred 
Gouzie who resigned to accept a teaching position in 
Massachusetts. Mr. Pecoraro is a graduate of Gorham 
State Teachers College. 


In the rural schools: Mrs. Chloe M. Tracy was hired 
to teach at the Whitney School. Mrs. Tracy is a graduate 
of Washington State Teachers College and had previous- 
ly taught in rural schools. 


Mrs. Beatrice Chambers was hired to replace Mrs. 
Molly Burrows, who resigned to accept a teaching po- 
sition in Maryland. Mrs. Chambers is a graduate of 
Gorham Normal School and brings many years of suc- 
cessful teaching to her position. 


Mrs. Marilyn Cairns was hired to replace Mrs. Shirley 
Merry, who was given a year’s leave of absence because 
of illness. Mrs. Cairns teaches at the Elmwood School 
and attended Gorham State Teachers College. 
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Conveyance 


The contracts for transporting school children in the 
town of Gorham expired in June 1957. 

At the Annual Town Meeting held in March 1957 
the citizens of Gorham under Article 85 voted to au- 
thorize the School Committee to purchase or lease 
buses. 

The School Cornmittee sent out bid forms to inter- 
ested bidders for the purpose of transporting school 
children in Gorham. After a careful analysis and rejec- 
tion of all bids the committee voted to purchase school 
buses. 

Bid forms were then sent out for the purchase of five 
sixty-passenger school buses with definite specifications. 
The lowest bid was submitted by International Harvester 
Company at a unit price of $5,539.01, which included 
all interest charges. Method of payment is as follows: 


1/3 upon delivery and acceptance of buses 

$9,23T)69 

1/3 September 1, 1958 $9,231.68 

1/3 September 1, 1959 (final payment) $9,231.68 
The above figures include interest charges. 

With the expenditure of $10,000 to cover the cost 
of transporting school children from March to June 
under the old contract, the buses are being operated 
within the budgeted figure of $28,500 for the budgeted 
year. 


Crowding 


This year the School Committee received approval 
from the State to operate on a double session for a two 
year period. At the present time the high school session 
starts at 7:35 A.M. and closes at 11:55 A.M. 

The junior high session starts at 12:00 M. and closes 
at 4:45 P.M. 

Two different faculties are used to conduct this pro- 
gram. 
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The problem of crowding can be stated very simply 
by noting that between 55 and 60 are graduating from 
the school system and that between 125 and 150 are 
entering. This means a net average gain of approximately 
75 pupils. 

Following are the number of births in Gorham from 
1942 to 1958. This chart depicts quite vividly the rapid 
growth of school population in Gorham. 
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Curriculum 


It has been said that the mark of an educated man 
is his ability to use what he knows in new situations. 
Once this is learned there is almost no limit to what 
he can do. 

To develop this ability is one of the major goals of 
the teachers in Gorham. 

This year the School Department authorized the pur- 
chase of curriculum guides for all teachers, junior pri- 
mary through eighth grade. Previous to this, some teach- 
ers had State bulletins which are now out of print. These 
guides provide sequence and continuity in the educa- 
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tional program in all schools. Goals and standards of 
each grade are clearly defined. 

Much emphasis is placed upon the mastery of the 
fundamental subjects in the elementary schools. 

The High School Curriculum is organized in course 
areas. The following courses are now offered: College, 
General, Commercial, Vocational Agriculture, Vocation- 
al Home Economics, and Industrial Arts. 

The Industrial Arts course is conducted at the State 
Teachers College. The college has provided the housing, 
tools, and equipment; the town has provided the instruc- 
tor. 

The modern program of industrial arts is not limited 
to woodworking, which was common under the former 
manual arts program. Today’s program, in order to keep 
pace with our present technological society, offers a 
background of fundamental knowledge upon which to 
base occupational choice in adult life. Introductory 
courses are offered in woodwork, metal work, electricity, 
and power mechanics or transportation. 

In order for this course to be continued, some space 
must be provided by September 1958 because next year 
the college will need all available space to conduct their 
own program. 


Approval and Accreditation 


All schools that desire recognition for attendance, 
tuition or subsidy purposes must be approved effective 
July 1, 1960. See principals report. 

Gorham High School received a Class A rating from 
the State for the 1957 school year. 

Accreditation is in addition to approval and is purely 
voluntary. However, such accreditation does give the 
applying school an opportunity to compare its education- 
al offerings with certain recognized standards, thus pro- 
viding an evaluative procedure that should be of assis- 
tance in appraising the functions and success of a good 
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secondary school. To my knowledge at the time this 
report was written, no public high school in the State 
has succeeded in meeting the requirements. Gorham has 
made application for accreditation. 

By law, every community in the State must pay ac- 
cording to the following schedule:

If Gorham is to retain its present good teachers and 
hire experienced and well qualified new teachers, it 
must keep pace with surrounding communities. Out of 
63 towns with a population of 2,500 and over maintain- 
ing a secondary high school, Gorham stands 47th in 
average Salaries. 


Parental Government* 


We regret the necessity which compels us to allude 
to what must be obvious to every observing person, and 
what is a matter of so frequent complaint, —a growing 
disposition manifested by the youth among us to con- 
demn the experience and to spurn the authority of their 
superiors. So well and fitly do the words in which the 
younger Pliny describes the Roman youths apply to the 
lads of our day, that we cannot forbear quoting them: 
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“Statim sapiunt, statim sciunt omnia; neminem verenter, . 
imitantur neminem atque ipsi sibi exempla sunt.” 
‘They think themselves at once in full possession of all 
wisdom and knowledge; and, without revering or imi- 
tating the virtues of any, imagine they are a sufficient 
example to themselves.”’ This evil and annoyance—the 
subject of complaint from Pliny’s time to ours, arises 
from the bad management of children at home, and 
arises only from this.

Major repairs consisted of putting in concrete floors 
covered with asphalt tile in the two junior primary 
rooms. Previous to this, the two rooms had little ventila- 
tion underneath and were constantly rotting. This repair 
work should solve this perennial problem. 
Charles Robie Gymnasium 

The chimney was pointed up and minor repairs were 
made in this building. 
Little Falls School 

The building was thoroughly cleaned and the only 
needed work to be done is landscaping and a minor drain- 
age problem. 
Elmwood School 

Only minor repairs were made on this building and 
the building was thoroughly cleaned. 
Wescott School 

Only minor repairs and a thorough cleaning job were 
done on this building. 
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White Rock School 
The building was painted on the outside and thorough- 


ly cleaned inside. Some minor repairs were made on 
the building. 


Elmwood School 
The front of the school was painted and the inside 
thoroughly cleaned. 


Conclusion 


In closing this report may | say that | feel progress 
has been made in the Gorham schools during the past 
year. 

It is regrettable that we have double sessions in our 
schools, but the committee was left with very little 
choice after consulting with the State Department of 
Education. 

Gorham is indeed fortunate in having an able staff 
of teachers who have been devoted to their work. 

Finally, may | express my thanks to the teachers of 
Gorham for their splendid cooperation during the past 
year, to the School Committee for their advice and as- 
sistance, and to the citizens of Gorham for appropriations 
made in the interests of education.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


During the year 1957-58 there have been many 
changes in our school system. 

Some of the changes in our school system have been 
the result of grades one and five at the Campus School 
growing to the point that they couldn’t be accommodated 
in two classes and have been split into three classes. As 
we all know, all the rooms at the Campus School. in- 
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cluding the auditorium and two rooms never designed to 
be used as classrooms, have been in use for years as 
classrooms. With the problem of having 16 classes and 
only 14 rooms, including the three undesirable ones, 
your school committee had to provide for two more 
class rooms. 

At the same time, we also had this problem—the 
high school couldn’t house our six-year high school 
program again. 

After much study, we decided to petition the State 
Department of Education at Augusta for permission to 
have a double session at the high school to include 
grades 6 through 12. At the same time, we asked them 
about the advisability of reopening the Frederick Robie 
School.

Dear Mr. Webb: 


There are three requirements that we ask a school 
system to meet before approving a double session. These 
are: 

1. That the community have definite plans for re- 
turning to a single session program. 

2. That in the double session arrangement the school 
department plan to use two separate faculties. 

3. That the school year include the total number of 
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clock hours that are required when schools are operat- 
ing on a single session. 

| have reviewed the material which you have sub- 
mitted with your request for approval of a double session 
at Gorham for grades 6 through 12. The plans which 
you have submitted meet the requirements mentioned 
above with the exception of the length of the school 
year. In order to meet the total clock hour requirement 
for an elementary school program of five hours per day 
for 180 days it would be necessary for you to extend 
the school year for seven school days. Your program in- 
dicates that you plan to extend the school year for six 
school days. This is a minor matter, and | feel certain 
that it can be easily adjusted. 

This letter may be taken as approval of a double ses- 
sion for grades 6 through 12, conducted according to 
the plan submitted. The approval is to be for the school 
year 1957-58 and 1958-59. | do not feel that we could 
extend approval beyond that date as this will give suf- 
ficient time for Gorham to have completed necessary 
school building construction to allow for a one session 
program. 

Your prepared material refers to the Frederick Robie 
School. This building has been considered inadequate for 
a modern school program for some time and to reopen 
it would appear to be impractical. We appreciate re- 
ceiving a copy of the brochure describing recommenda- 
tions for Gorham school housing.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The school year 1957-58 opened in September with an 
enrollment of 320 students in grades 9 through 12. This 
year is the first in the history of the school that it has 
been classified as a Class L High School. The expected 
total enrollment for the school year 1958-59 will be 
approximately 370 students. 

The following statistics indicate the growth of Gor- 
ham High School since it was started in 1883. This first 
year had a graduating class of six compared to last year’s 
graduating class of sixty-one. In 1961 there will be a 
graduating class of over one hundred. 

The above figures show that drastic action has to be 
taken immediately to provide adequate housing and fa- 
cilities for these students. At the present time we are on 
a two-session day, which is hardly fair to the students. 
Following is an interesting excerpt taken from an article 
entitled “‘The Stolen Years’’ that is in the November 
1957 issue of School Life. 
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“Children on half-day schedules attend school 
less than the 5 or 6 hours most states require as a 
minimum. If they are on the single 4-hour session 
so common nowadays, they are deprived of an hour 
a day, on the average. And by the end of the school 
year they have lost a full two months. Multiply 
two months by the number of years this continues 
and you will see that elementary children alone 
could lose almost two full years of schooling.”’ 


Our six-period schedule is devoted to classroom work. 
The music classes are held in the afternoon, which makes 
it almost impossible for many bus students to participate. 
There is no period set aside for extra-curricular activities. 
We have no physical education program, and such a pro- 
gram is one of the musts if we expect to be accredited 
before the deadline date of 1960. We have inadequate 
provisions for a library, for home economic facilities, and 
for a chemistry laboratory. This is the last year that we 
shall be able to use the Industrial Arts Shop at the col- 
lege. All of the above facts do not make pleasant reading, 
but many of our surrounding towns have been faced with 
the same problems and have come up with a solution. 

To meet approval and accreditation by the State Board 
of Education we must meet certain standards by July 1, 
1960. The new law states that ‘‘No school shall be given 
basic approval for attendance, tuition or subsidy purposes 
unless it meets certain requirements.” 

Some of the most important standards that we must 
meet are as follows: 

1. A physical education plant to carry on a satis- 
factory physical education program. 

2. A library, adequate in size to serve the student 
body, and a certified full-time librarian. 

3. A school health nurse. 

4. A full-time certified guidance counselor. 

5. Teachers with an assignment of not more than 
thirty-five pupils in any one class. 
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6. Classrooms to provide sufficient area to accommo- 
date existing class enrollments in effective learning situa- 
tions. At the present time this would apply to our science, 
home economics, industrial arts, and commercial depart- 
ments. 

On the brighter side of the picture, Gorham High 
School has been having a very successful year with many 
outstanding accomplishments. 

We have a fine and outstanding group of teachers who 
have been very cooperative and conscientious in all their 
undertakings. At this time | would like to thank the 
faculty for all the help that they have given me through 
the school year. 

We have a fine group of students attending our high 
school. On the whole, their behavior at school and at 
various activities representing the school has been a 
credit to the town of Gorham. They have shown good 
sportsmanship both as players and spectators at the 
various athletic contests. 

A guidance program has been carried on even without 
a full-time guidance counselor. All seniors were inter- 
viewed, and it is hoped that all juniors will be inter- 
viewed before the school year is over. All students that 
failed subjects were interviewed in order to help them 
with the problems in their various subjects. 

We have carried on an adequate testing program this 
year. Tests have been given by the English teachers. The 
following tests have been given or are in the process of 
being given: Kuder Preference (interest test), Primary 
Mental Ability Test (1 Q), lowa Test of Educational De- 
velopment (achievement). About twelve senior and junior 
students have taken or plan to take the College Scholastic 
Aptitude Examination. Six of the present senior class took 
the Merit Scholarship Examination. 

The extra-curricula activities in the school this year 
have been numerous and very active, even though we 
have had limited time and space available. Some of the 
most outstanding have been Athletics (Boys’ and Girls’ 
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Basketball), Cross-country, Cheerleading, Madrigal 
Singers, Chorus, Art Club, Future Farmers of America, 
Future Homemakers of America, Student Council, Na- 
tional Honor Society, Future Teachers Association, 
Schola, Dramatics, Orchestra, and School Assembly Com- 
mittee. 

There are twenty-one graduates of the class of 1957 
attending schools of higher learning, and about the same 
number of this year’s graduating class plan to continue 
their education. 

At our Open House during Education Week we had 
approximately 125 parents attend. | would like to thank 
the parents for their fine cooperation. 

In closing, | would like to thank you, the school com- 
mittee, and the citizens for the splendid cooperation dur- 
ing my first year as principal in Gorham.

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Report of the Fire Chief 
To the citizens of the Town of Gorham: 


During the year 1958, the Gorham Village companies 
responded to fifty calls which were as follows: 14 build- 
ings, 3 woods and slash fires, 5 autos, 15 chimney fires, 
5 oil burners, 3 dump and rubbish fires, 3 grass fires, 1 
miscellaneous and 1 out-of-town fire. 

There was a total of 6 calls at No. Gorham which in- 
cluded | building and 5 dump fires. 

White Rock had 11 calls which were 2 buildings, 1 
woods and 8 dump fires. | 

Little Falls had a total of 31 calls which were as 
follows: 11 grass, 1 oil burner, 1 auto, 7 buildings, 7 
chimney and 5 miscellaneous fires. 

The property loss this year has been very heavy com- 
pared to previous years, and as you know one fire in 
the West Gorham area took the lives of three persons. As 
the record shows above there is an increase in building 
and chimney fires and a decrease in grass and woods 
fires which shows that people are more careful outdoors 
than indoors. 

Everyone should make a specific survey of his home 
and eliminate all fire hazards, even of the slightest con- 
sequence. 

Of these 14 building fires, 10 of them constituted a 
general alarm. 

Due to a contract supervision of the Gorham Village 
dump, there has been a decrease in dump fires, and an 
increase in the White Rock area. 

There was.only 1 serious woods fire this year (which 
was set by children) which shows that people are being 
fire conscious during the dry season. 

During the year there have been 5 dry hydrants in- 
stalled in the Town: 2. in the No. Gorham area, 2 in 
the White Rock area, and 1 on Flaggy Meadow road 
at the pond on the property of Mr. Elmer Dodge. 
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There are also 3 new water holes: 2 in the white Rock 
area and 1 at So. Gorham. 

The whole department and myself wish to thank the 
people for their whole hearted cooperation and their 
willingness to give their help at the time of a disastrous 
fire in this town.

The following is a brief resume of the activities of 
the Gorham Police Department for the fiscal year of 


1958:

11,798 miles of highway, including both rural and 
urban, have been patrolled by the various ten 
policemen. 


45 cases have been brought to the Westbrook 
Municipal Court for hearing. 


15 cases of Juvenile Delinquency have been 
brought before Judge Francis Rocheleau in West- 
brook. 


22 accidents to motor vehicles on highways within 
the limits of the town of Gorham were recorded. 


141 personal calls were made for minor offences; 
such as minor infractions of the law, disturbances 
of the peace, and destruction of property. 


Numerous telephone calls were made to settle 
disputes and to arrange for police protection. 


Personal conferences with juveniles and their 
parents, juveniles and police officers, and dis- 
turbed citizens have been held at the home of 
the police chief. 


The police chief and his assistants have been in 
constant touch with the superintendent and prin- 
cipals of local schools in order to maintain better 
order at public occasions and safety on the pub- 
lic highways.

Highways 

The several Highway Accounts financed all of the 
work which was done on Town roads during the year 
1958. The overdraft amounting to $2,185.89 in the 
snow removal account was occasioned by the severe icy 
conditions which prevailed throughout the winter. 

We have increased the sanding and snow fence budget 
for the coming year by $2,000.00; snow removal in- 
creased $900.00; Town Highways, $500.00; and bridges 
and culverts $500.00.

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Public Health Officer's Report 


The three main problems that confronted your health 
officer during the past year will be discussed in this 


report. 

l. Ninety percent of the complaints reported were 
in regards to sewage. Most of the people contacted in 
regards to this problem were very co-operative. The 
greatest sewage problem is in the more densely populated 
areas of Gorham village and Little Falls. Most of the 
soil in and around the village has reached the saturation 
point for absorption of raw sewage. 

Sewage disposal in Gorham is usually achieved by: 

1. Open run-off of raw sewage. 
The use of “outhouse” type of toilet facilities. 
Cesspools. 
Ceptic tanks. 
In a very few cases some owners have arranged 
for sewage connection into a street sewage 
system. 

The first method is obviously a great health hazard 
and should not exist. To my knowledge, all those that 
were inspected have either been corrected or the owners 
have given their assurance that the situation will be 
corrected. In cases where the owners or dwellers refuse 
to co-operate, the only alternative is to condemn the 
property. | am pleased to report that only once was this 
course of action initiated, but with subsequent co- 
operation from the party involved, this action was not 
necessary. 

The ‘‘outhouse’’ method is gradually being replaced 
with more modern facilities where this is feasible. With 
rare exceptions, the state public health statutes forbid 
new construction of this type of facility. 

Cesspools, to say the least, are obsolete, especially in 
the thickly populated residential areas of our town. Yet, 


lie a PE 
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there are far too many of these units in use. There 
are three reasons for the inefficiency of cesspools. 


1. The subsoil, being of high clay content, is 
not conducive to adequate absorption of raw 
sewage. 


2. The ever increasing number of residential units 
being added to our village areas creates more 
sewage to be disposed. 


3. Which is closely related to 1. and 2. is that 
the soil in many areas is already saturated to 
the point where it can no longer absorb the 
sewage. | 

Many of these cesspool systems can be maintained at 
their highest, efficiency, even though they are obsolete, 
by frequent emptying, preferably by people properly 
trained in this work. 

Another problem concerning cesspools, is that occas- 
ionaly the top is not properly covered. This presents, not 
only a health hazard, but obviously it is an invitation to 
a serious accident. 

The ceptic tank method of sewage disposal, where 
the sewage is digested is probably the best system under 
present conditions, short of a municipal sewage dis- 
posal system. These systems are becoming more in use, 
especially in new housing units. Many home owners are 
converting their old systems to this method. 

There is an article in the warrant in reference to 
appointing a committee to investigate municipal sewage 
in areas of Gorham village Little Falls district. This is 
only the initial step in a long tedious march to obtain 
proper sewage elimination which is so desperately 
needed. 

Il. Plumbing Inspector. 

For several months many new housing units were 
added to our town while there was no plumbing inspec- 
tor. Proper plumbing is essential to the prevention of 
disease. A serious outbreak of typhoid fever or some 
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other critical epidemic, is certainly not beyond the realm 
of possibility. Fortunately most of the units that were 
built in Gorham during that period when there was no 
plumbing inspector, were plumbed by qualified men, 
who know and use the proper methods. However, with- 
out proper inspection by a qualified person, there could 
easily be cases where improper plumbing methods might 
jeopardize the health of not only the occupants, but 
also his neighbors. 

There are state statutes dealing with proper plumbing 
practices and your plumbing inspector is the one who 
will see that these requirements are met. 


After many months of trying to induce a qualified 
man to take the appointment of plumbing inspector, Mr. 
Lester Campbell, a resident of Standish, agreed to take 
the appointment. There were good and valid reasons 
why the other plumbers in Gorham, who were ap- 
proached, were not interested. The main reason was 
the lack of proper compensation. The inspector, who 
usually is a plumber himself, frequently has to leave a 
job he is on to make an inspection, conceivably as far 
as fifteen or more miles away. His is a thankless job, in 
that he is the focus of much adverse criticism. He is 
considered by many as only a necessary nuisance, instead 
of someone who is trying to protect the health of his 
fellow citizens, to say nothing of doing his job as the 
law prescribes him to do it. 


Ill. Reporting of Communicable Diseases. 

There has been no widespread cases of communicable 
diseases of epidemic scope, since my appointment as 
health officer. However, there has been many cases, 
some of which have come close to epidemic proportions. 
Usually, the individual cases are treated adequately by 
their parents and consequently a physician is not called 
unless some complication arises. However, any com- 
municable disease should be reported, either to the 
health officer or to your own physician, who reports 
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them to the health officer. Actually, a very small per- 
centage of cases are reported, basically because, most 
people are unaware that they are required to by state 
health statutes. | commend the physicians of Gorham for 
their prompt reporting of cases that come to their at- 
tention, but they can report only the cases that are re- 
ported to them. 

Eight public free clinics were held in Gorham during 
1958 (including two adult polio clinics where a voluntary 
fee of $1.00 was charged to cover the cost of the vac- 
cine).

Smallpox vaccinations were offered to any adult who 
wished it. However no adult took advantage of the op- 
portunity. 

A Mantou test clinic (for detection of exposure to 
tuberculosis) was given at Gorham State Teachers Col- 
lege. This clinic was sponsored by G. S. T. C. | am very 
grateful to Dr. David Davidson of Portland, from the 
State Public Health Department, for his very able and 
generous assistance in conduction of this clinic. 

| wish to take this opporunity to urge the adult popu- 
lation of Gorham to keep their own immunization up to 
date. The response to the polio immunization was en- 
couraging, and so far, on a national as well as local 
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level the effect was dramatic in reducing poliomyelitis. 
However, we must not lose sight of the importance of 
protection against diphtheria, tetanus and smallpox. Only 
vigilence by each person to keep his own immunization 
record up to date will keep these diseases smothered. 
Please consult your family physician for his advise as to 
your needs. 

It has been a pleasure being your health officer again 
this past year. | was received with cordial and co-opera- 
spirit in my duty of following up complaints. 

| am sure | can speak for the whole town of Gorham 
in expressing our thanks to the Gorham Health Council 
and the Little Falls PTA for their co-operation and very 
able management in conducting the clinics. | am most 
grateful also, to Mrs. Beverly Allen RN of the Public 
Health Department, who not only has supervised the 
school clinics, but who also, has most graciously and 
generously given her time to conduct the adult clinics in 
the evening.

Annual Report of Public Health Nurse 
GORHAM — 1958 


There has been a part time generalized nursing serv- 
ice in Gorham since 1943, at the time of the organiza- 
tion of the Gorham Health Council. Your present public 
health nurse has completed the tenth year of nursing 
service to this community. Tremendous growth of Gor- 
ham makes one wonder what is happening in the nursing 
service. 

Due to the rapid increase in population, there has 
been more and larger organized group activities, such as, 
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school health programs, child health conferences and im- 
munization clinics. This condition has meant a reduction 
in home visiting. The same amount of time is spent in 
Gorham, as there was in 1948, two days a week. 


The following table will give a picture of the growth 
in some of the health activities.

This year there has been an average attendance of 30 
per child health conference, as compared to ten per 
conference in 1948. 

The purpose of the child health conference is to 
demonstrate to the parents regular medical supervision 
of the well child. To fulfill this purpose it is essential to 
have smaller child health conferences with better quality 
of service.

This is one of the problems the health council has 
been concerned with this year. 

The increased population has influenced the kind of 
home visiting such as referrals of cardiac and orthopedic 
defects, hearing defects, emotional problems, working 
with the handicapped, and requests for help with nurs- 
ing care. It has also meant home visiting on a much more 
selective basis. 

The time is approaching when there will be a need for 
the community to evaluate the nursing service in Gor- 
ham. It is needless to say that all who have so willingly 
assisted in the health activities have realized this growth.

Projects sponsored by the Gorham Health Council 
include a dental survey by Dr. Charles Bouffard, eye 
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survey by Dr. Roland Fogg, a loan closet, and a blood 
bank. 

Dr. Bouffard screened all children in the 2nd, 4th 
and 6th grades in October 1958. 569 children were 
checked and 35% were found to be in need of dental 
care and notices were sent to the parents. Six clinics 
were held and work was completed on 16 children. Five 
additional children were given complete dental care dur- 
ing the school year, 1958. Mrs. J. Everett Smith is 
chairman of the Dental Committee. 

Mrs. G. M. Cressey, custodian of the loan closet re- 
ported the following articles in the closet: 2 hospital 
beds, 2 bedsides, 1 wheel chair, 2 bed side tables, | 
wash stand, | bed pan, | basin, | pair of crutches. Upon 
request or approval of a physician, these articles may 
be loaned without charge. In appreciation of the loan 
of these articles, users may contribute to the Ruth 
Cressey Memorial Fund. 

Mrs. Charles Scholl is in charge of the Blood Bank. 
She reports ten pints of blood have been given to Gorham 
citizens since last May. 

Mrs. Raymond F. Phinney, chairman of the Eye Survey 
committee reported that in November 1958, Dr. Roland 
Fogg and members of the Eye Survey committee gave 
eye screening tests to 216 children in grades two and 
five of the Campus, Whitney, Wescott and Elmwood 
schools. The tests were made with the Massachusetts 
Visual Eye Testing machine presented to the Gorham 
Health Council by the Gorham Lions Club. 

During February and March of this year, we plan to 
survey the same grades in Little Falls and White Rock 
Schools and the eighth grade in the Gorham Junior High 
School.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens: 


| hereby submit my annual report of the schools of 
Gorham, covering the year February 1958 to February 
1959: 


New High School 


At a special town meeting held on August 9, 1958, 
under article 2, it was voted to build new high school 
facilities with cafeteria, auditorium-gymnasium, and in- 
dustrial arts shop, and to equip same, and to acquire 
adjacent land for school purposes as recommended in 
the published report of the School Building Planning 
Committee. This affirmative vote was a major step for- 
ward toward the attainment of higher educational stan- 
dards for the boys and girls in Gorham. For further de- 
tails concerning the new high school, | refer you to the 
Building Planning Committee Report issued prior to the 
special town meeting. 

Although most people realize full well that a new 
building does not necessarily mean better education, 
they will agree that proper facilities contribute to a 
better education, then, with competent teachers and a 
curriculum geared to the needs of a community, the 
opportunity for a good education is established. 

Next year we plan to inaugurate a curriculum at the 
high school that is intended to meet more adequately 
the needs of the boys and girls in Gorham. See principal's 
report for details concerning this plan. 

The curriculum at the elementary level remains prac- 
tically the same with emphasis on the fundamentals; 
namely, reading, English, arithmetic, spelling, writing, 
history, geography, and science. 


Conveyance 


Apparently there will always be a basic difference of 
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opinion concerning how far a child should be expected 
to walk to school. 

Under the present policy, children living a mile and 
a half from school shall be entitled to ride on the bus, 
and children living between one mile and one mile and 
a half on an established bus route, may be transported 
if there is room on the bus. 

The conveyance problem resolves itself to two factors, 
money and time. The desire for additional services in- 
evitably leads to added cost. If buses went in side roads, 
the morning trips would have to be started much earlier, 
and of course the return trip in the afternoon would be 
later. Bus drivers start picking up children now as early 
as 6:55 A.M. 

The town has one more payment to make on the 
purchase of five buses as authorized at the 1957 town 
meeting. 

The buses are now being operated on the same budget 
figure that was used when conveyance was contracted. 


Teacher Changes 


Last year Gorham was indeed fortunate in losing only 
three teachers, none at the high school level. This low 
rate of turnover is due, to a great extent, to the efforts 
of the school committee in trying to keep pace with 
surrounding towns in relation to salaries and teaching 
conditions. 


Repairs 


During the past year many changes and improvements 
have been made to our school property. Toilet facilities 
from the old Frederick Robie School were installed at 
the Campus School. The roof at the Campus School was 
re-surfaced, the gym painted, and minor repairs to the 
rural schools were made. 


Teachers College Contract 


Because many citizens have inquired about the con- 
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tract with the State concerning operation of the Labora- 
tory or Campus School, the school committee voted to 
incorporate the entire contract as part of the Superin- 
tendent’s annual report. This contract has been in effect 
since September 22, 1924. 


STATE OF MAINE - TOWN OF GORHAM; 
LABORATORY SCHOOL CONTRACT, 1958-1959 
THE MANAGEMENT OF THE LABORATORY SCHOOL 
AT GORHAM, MAINE 


This agreement is made and entered into by the State 
of Maine, through the State Board of Education, and 
the Town of Gorham, through the Board of Selectmen 
and the Superintending School Committee, governing the 
use of the Gorham Laboratory School and the Whitney 
Rural Laboratory School, used jointly by the town and 
the state for teacher education purposes and for pro- 
viding academic training for regular pupils attending 
these schools. 


The Gorham Laboratory School 


(1) The state agrees to provide the current expenses for 
conducting the above school, including the cost of 
teachers’ salaries not to exceed fifteen (15) regular 
teaching positions, and three (3) special teachers, jani- 
torial services, fuel, lights, water, and telephone, plus 
an allowance to the town of sixty per cent (60%) of 
the cost of repairs to the laboratory school building for 
the 1957-1958 year, except that the state’s share of 
this repair cost shall not exceed the sum of two thousand 
dollars ($2,000), the amount due to the town to be 
deducted from the town’s payment under this agreement. 
The responsibility for repairs to and insurance on the 
building shall be that of the local Superintending School 
Committee which shall cooperate with the President of 
the teachers’ college. In addition, the town agrees to 
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furnish all suitable textbooks, supplies, and equipment 
as needed, such as tables, books, paper towels and cups, 
soap, brooms, drinking fountains, and janitorial supplies. 
(2) The Town of Gorham shall pay, under the terms of 
this contract, an amount approximating forty percent 
(40%) of the cost of current expenses to the state, ex- 
clusive of repairs and totalling approximately seventy- 
four thousand seven hundred fifty-six dollars ($74,756) ; 
the state to assume approximately sixty percent (60%) 
of this cost, and the state also to make allowance to the 
Town of Gorham of sixty percent (60%) of the cost of 
repairs to the laboratory school, except that the state’s 
share of the repair cost shall not exceed the sum of two 
thousand dollars ($2,000) for the year, and the state 
also to make allowance to the Town of Gorham of eight- 
een hundred dollars ($1,800) toward the salaries of three 
(3) additional teachers employed at the Laboratory School 
for the 1958-1959 school year, making a total to be paid 
by the Town of Gorham of twenty-six thousand six 
hundred seventy-six dollars ($26,676) in the following 
manner: one (1) eighty-eight hundred ninety-two dollar 
($8,892) payment on or before September 1; one (1) 
eighty-eight hundred ninety-two dollar ($8,892) payment 
on or before January 1; and one (1) eighty-eight hundred 
_ ninety-two dollar ($8,892) payment on or before April 1. 
An itemized statement of state expenditures shall be 
furnished in duplicate not later than September 1 follow- 
ing the close of the preceding fiscal year, one copy to 
be directed to the Superintendent of Schools, and one 
to the Chairman of the school board. The town shall 
likewise furnish to the state by September 1 a similar 
itemized statement of the cost of textbooks, supplies, 
equipment and repairs, including the repairs on Whitney 
Rural Laboratory School, for the preceding fiscal year. 

(3) in case additional teachers beyond the fifteen (15) 
positions above mentioned shall be needed, these extra 
teachers shall be employed under the same provisions 
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and shall be given the same standing and consideration 
and shall be subject to the same approval as hereinafter 
specified, as are the regular teachers above mentioned. 
An exchange for the services of special teachers may be 
adjusted by the Superintending School Committee and 
the President of the State Teachers’ College. 

(4) The pupil-teacher ratio shall not exceed thirty-five to 
one (35-1) in schools used for teacher-education pur- 
poses unless mutually agreed upon by the President of 
the Teachers’ College and the Superintending School 
Committee. The Superintending School Committee, in ac- 
cordance with law, shall determine what description of 
scholars shall attend the Laboratory School and shall 
determine policies of promotion; but in the formation of 
this and other policies having educational implications, 
attempt shall be made to have them conform with prin- 
ciples and practices which have the approval of the 
Commissioner of Education. 

(5) The Teachers’ College at Gorham shall provide the 
proper direction (through its Director of Training) of all 
student teachers. 

(6) The public schools of the town, housed in this build- 
ing, shall be under the authority of the Superintending 
School Committee, which shall make reasonable rules 
and ‘regulations consistent with the welfare of the 
school, but shall not do violence to the laws of the state, 
and shall reflect a policy of cooperation with the Gor- 
ham State Teachers College. The school hours, school 
day, and the school vacations shall be fixed by the local 
committee, but vacations, under a seven-week plan, 
shall conform with those of the Teachers College as 
closely as possible—dates to be agreed upon by the 
management of the college and the public school of- 
ficials. 

Teachers shall be recommended by the Superintendent of 
Schools, elected by the Superintending School Commit- 
tee as required by law, and confirmed by the State 
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Board of Education. It is the intent of this agreement 
that no teacher shall be nominated whose services are 
not mutually acceptable to the President of the State 
Teachers College and to the Town of Gorham. The State 
Board of Education, through its secretary, the Commis- 
sioner of Education, reserves the right to reject the use 
of any classroom and its teacher which do not prove 
acceptable to the college for teacher-training purposes. 
Any such rejection shall occur at opening of the school 
year, or immediately upon the establishment of these 
new services, and shall necessitate a readjustment of 
the contract. 

(7) School funds, received from public entertainments 
and other sources, shall be properly accounted for and 
shall be used only for the improvement of the facilities 
of the laboratory school, the Superintending School Com- 
mittee and the President of the college jointly to deter- 
mine what these improvements are to be. 

(8) In case of loss by fire, the Town of Gorham shall re- 
place this building at its own expense, or make reason- 
able adjustment satisfactory to the state. 


The Whitney Rural Laboratory School 
This building is used for rural teacher-education pur- 
_ poses as follows: 
(1) The state shall pay the sum of four hundred dollars 
($400) to supplement this teacher’s salary. The state, 
further, shall furnish a flag and the means of displaying 
the same, and shall clean the building and vaults annually 
and furnish disinfectant when necessary. 
(2) The town shall receive an allowance to be deducted 
from the basic contract in an amount of not more than 
fifty dollars ($50) for repairs to this building. It shall 
supply fuel, equipment, and supplies as needed, such 
as school desks, tables, books, paper towels, paper cups, 
soap, brooms, and drinking fountains, and shall provide 
the cost of janitorial services. 
(3) The teacher shall be recommended by the Superinten- 
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dent of Schools, elected by the superintending School 
Committee as required by law, and confirmed by the 
State Board of Education. It is the intent of this agree- 
ment that no teacher shall be nominated whose services 
are not mutually acceptable to the President of the State 
Teachers College and to the Town of Gorham. 

(4) The Town of Gorham shall keep this building fully 
insured, and in case of damage or loss by fire shall re- 
pair or replace said building at its own expense or make 
reasonable adjustment satisfactory to the state.

State’s share in operating Campus School $48,079.74 

As you can see from the financial statement the 
state’s share in the cost of operation is $48,079.74. In 
addition to this $48,079.74, the town also receives a 
State subsidy based on per pupil valuation of all pupils 
in town. The amount of the State subsidy for the last 
biennium was $63,919.00 per year. This gives a total 
of $111,988.74 received from the state for the year 
1958-1959. By comparison this amount exceeds that 
which is received by some cities. 

In closing this report, may | express my thanks to 
the teachers for their splendid cooperation, to the Super- 
intending School Committee for their untiring efforts to 
secure the best education for the boys and girls in 
Gorham, and lastly, to the many citizens of Gorham who 
have worked diligently to improve Gorham schools.

Report of the School Committee 


Your superintending school committee is happy to 
report that this has been a year of progress for the 
Gorham School System. We have seen the start of a 
new Gorham High School which will solve so many of 
the problems which have faced this committee. It will 
mean the end of the double sessions so that once again 
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your children can receive the many advantages which 
they have been denied for two years. 

The new facilities will enable us to offer high school 
students an expanded curriculum, which is so important 
to prepare all the students for whatever they choose to 
do upon graduation. This new curriculum had been pre- 
pared through the efforts of Mr. Delano, Mr. Dugas, and 
Mr. Scribner, with the cooperation of the entire faculty, 
and approved by the superintending school committee. 

Increased enrollment means we must have a larger 
staff of teachers. The new gymnasium means that we 
can add physical education for both boys and girls to our 
curriculum, which is a requirement for accreditation. It 
is expected the new physical plant, expanded curriculum, 
and added teachers will bring about the accreditation of 
Gorham High School. We can all feel very proud when 
this is realized. 

Through the cooperative efforts of the Economic Com- 
mittee of the Gorham Teachers Association, superinten- 
dent, and school committee, a new salary schedule has 
been adopted which is more comparable to salary scales 
of other communities in this area. We feel that this 
scale will be a big factor in obtaining and retaining the 
quality of teachers you want for your children. 

Three issues of the Gorham School News have been 
published to acquaint parents, teachers, and all interested 
citizens with items of interest in the daily life of our 
schools. This method of keeping townspeople posted on 
school activities is unique in Maine and has met with 
very favorable response. 

Your committee wishes to thank the teachers for 
their patience and understanding during these last two 
years when they were forced to work under adverse 
conditions. 

We wish to express our gratitude to the citizens 
for their increasing interest and support of the schools. 
The system can only be as good as you, the citizens, will 
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provide. For that reason we solicit your continued sup- 
port so that our school system will stand with the lead- 
ers in the State.

Report of the Principal of the 
High School 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


| hereby submit the principal’s annual report of Gor- 
ham High School. 

The school year 1958-59 opened in September with 
an enrollment of 350 students. Next fall we expect an 
enrollment of approximately 370 students to enter the 
new Gorham Senior High School. 

At this time | would like to commend the superintend- 
ing school committee, the superintendent of schools, the 
building committee, and the many other townspeople 
who helped make the construction of a new high school 
a reality. Many hours of tireless work, foresight, and 
planning went into this very important educational pro- 
ject. 

Accreditation 

Last spring a five-man visiting committee on state 
accreditation met at Gorham High School for two days 
for the purpose of evaluating the school. This team was 
made up of a superintendent, a high school principal, 
a guidance director, a classroom teacher, from other 
schools in this area, and also a member from the State 
Department of Education. 

The’ purpose of the visiting committee was to visit 
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classes, study the educational program, inspect the phy- 
sical facilities, and determine whether or not, in its 
opinion, Gorham High School should be recommended 
for state accreditation in 1960. 

At the end of its study the visiting committee was 
asked to name the most commendable features of the 
school and also those most in need of improvement. 

The committee stated that, in its opinion, the most 
commendable features of the school were: ‘‘(1) the neat 
and attractive appearance of the school plant; (2) the 
fine atmosphere observed within the school—the rapport 
between pupils and teachers; (3) the fine relationships 
and commendable cooperation between the principal and 
his teachers; and (4) the high quality of work observed 
at Gorham High School. 

The committee felt that the features most in need of 
improvement were ‘'(1) a thorough-going study and re- 
vision of the present curriculum; (2) the provision for 
a longer school day; (3) securing guidance services; and 
(4) developing a really adequate library.” 

The committee also recommended that the school 
not be accredited until it abandons the two platoon 
system. 

The above needed improvements will be met as the 
result of the construction of the new high school. The 
present curriculum has already been revised for next 
fall, and we already have in our services a new guidance 
director. 

As the result of a new high school the following other 
adequate improvements will be met: 


1. Physical education program. 

2. Laboratory facilities of chemistry, physics, biology, 
and science. | 

3. Industrial arts and home economics facilities. 

4. Activity period for music, class meetings, and 
other extra curricula activities. 

5. Cafeteria. 
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Classroom space to meet needs of students. 
Room for clinical purposes. 

Gymnasium facilities. 

Longer school day. 

Seating capacity at assemblies, school plays, and 
other activities to meet the needs of present and 
future enrollments.

New Proposed Program of Studies 


During the past few months a curriculum committee 
made up of the superintending school committee, the 
superintendent of schools, and members of the faculty 
have been working on and have completed the drafting 
of a new curriculum which will meet the needs of all 
the students. This new curriculum will be introduced 
next fall. 

This new curriculum has been adapted from the newly 
prepared state curriculum. 


College Pre-Academic Pattern 


This pattern is designed for the students with better 
than average aptitude in English and languages. This will 
prepare them for most liberal arts colleges. 

Most of these colleges require two years of one 
language, but some have a three year requirement; 
others have two years of two languages, and a few re- 
quire as many as seven years of a foreign language for 
admittance. College requirements should be checked 
with the guidance director. 

This pattern generally leads to careers in the follow- 
ing fields; law, nursing, teaching, dentistry, ministry, 
politics, laboratory technicians, and medicine. 


College Prep-Scientific Pattern 

This pattern is designed especially for the students 
with a better than average math and science aptitude 
who want to go to college. 

The student is not required to take a foreign language 
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to meet the entrance requirements for most engineering 
colleges, but a foreign language would probably be most 
helpful to the individual. Some scientific colleges require 
two years of a foreign language. It would be worthwhile 
for the student to check with the guidance director re- 
garding these requirements. 

This pattern generally leads to careers in the follow- 
ing fields; engineering, drafting, architecture, designing, 
teaching, and related fields. 


Vocational Pattern 


This pattern is designed for both a business education 
and a practical arts program. It has been designed for 
pupils with reasonably good records of achievements— 
designed for students who plan to enter directly into a 
specified vocation or to further their vocational compe- 
tence by attending an institute of higher learning. 


General Pattern 

This pattern is designed for those who need a pro- 
gram with emphasis on the four fundamental areas of 
general education—English, science, mathematics, and 
social studies. 

This pattern is designed for the students who desire 
to select from the total curriculum and make patterns 
of their own. These patterns could lead toward many 
types of careers in many fields; such as retailing, armed 
forces, and service occupations. 

The program of studies at Gorham High School is not 
planned strictly as a fixed curriculum but may be flex- 
ible when the need arises. There are some basic re- 
quirements and some restrictions concerning the year 
in which the subject may be studied, but beyond these 
one can elect courses that are best suited to his needs 
and plans for the future. 

Gorham High School was very fortunate to start the 
school year 1958-59 with the same faculty that it had 
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for the school year 1957-58, plus a new guidance director 
and a science teacher. 

We are very fortunate to have such a fine group of 
teachers. Their caliber of work and performance of duty 
have been excellent. 

Again this year the extra-curricula activities in the 
school have been numerous and very successful. The 
most outstanding have been Cross-Country, Boys’ and 
Girls’ Basketball, Cheerleading, Madrigal Singers, Chorus, 
Art Club, Future Homemakers of America, Future Far- 
mers of America, Student Council, National Honor So- 
ciety, Future Teachers Association, Schola, Dramatics, 
Orchestra, School Assembly Committee, The Highway 
Safety Committee, and the Gorham High School Varsity 
Club. 

At this time | would like to pay tribute to the Student 
Council members for the fine organization that they 
are. One of their outstanding accomplishments was the 
awarding of three fifty-dollar scholarships to members 
of the graduating class of 1958. 

We are proud to say that a senior boy was a winner in 
the preliminary examination of the National Merit Schol- 
arship. This speaks well for both student and his school, 
as only a few students in Maine had this honor. 

The behavior of the students of Gorham High School 
has been excellent. The majority of the students come 
to school for a purpose. They have been commended by 
various people for their fine conduct when they have 
attended events outside of school, such as basketball 
games, music festivals, student council meetings, and 
other such activities. 

This year we again had a very successful Open House 
with approximately 150 parents in attendance. 

There are twenty-three graduates of the class of 1958 
attending schools of higher learning. Grade reports from 
these schools have been very good. The majority of the 
class of 1959 who plan to attend college have already 
made application. 
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In closing | would like to thank the superintending 
school committee, the superintendent of schools, the 
faculty, the custodians, the students, and the citizens for 
the fine cooperation and help that you have given me 
throughout the school year.

The financial and statistical sections, incorporated in 
this report, present the results of the Town’s financial 
operations for the period indicated.

FEBRUARY 4, 1958 TO JANUARY 31, 1959 

An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various officers of the Town of Gorham has been com- 
pleted for the fiscal year ended January 31, 1959. 

The examination included a review of cash transac- 
tions and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The results are incorporated in the following text, ex- 
hibits and schedules. 

The fiscal year’s operations showed that net unex- 
pended balances lapsed amounted to $24,644.56, per 
the following summary: 

Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $34,832.56 
Overdrafts 10,188.00 
Net Unexpended Balances $24,644.56 


The unused balances of overlay and excise tax revenue 
and the supplemental taxes were the principal factors 
contributing to the amount carried to surplus. 

ASSETS—The general cash amounting to $65,062.68 
and the payroll account cash of $2,264.47 were recon- 
ciled with statements furnished by the Canal National 
Bank of Portland, Maine. 

Accounts.receivable of $439.98 included reimbursable 
expenditures made for state and other municipalities’ 
poor. 

Taxes receivable totaling $31,688.40 at the close of 
the year consisted principally of current year accounts 
of $26,476.47. The balance of $5,211.93 represented 
unpaid accounts dating from 1950. 

Tax liens and tax deeds amounted to $1,142.26 and 
$26,498.52 respectively. 

LIABILITIES—Unpaid current year items chargeable 
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to protection and interest accounts amounted to $2,- 
082.00. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS—The appropriation ac- 
counts show an unexpended balance of $49,721.32, 
which is carried forward to the ensuing year in accord- 
ance with legal requirements and/or customary practice. 

A payroll reserve of $2,264.47 for withholding tax 
and social security deductions for January, 1959, was on 
deposit in the Canal National Bank, Portland, Maine. 

Unappropriated surplus totaled $48,714.31, a net in- 
crease of $32,289.76 for the year. The change was oc- 
casioned principally by the transfer of excise tax reserves 
and the unexpended departmental balances lapsed, less 
appropriations for various operating accounts. 


DEBT FUND—tThe debt fund, incorporated in the 
balance sheet as a separate fund, reflects outstanding 
school construction bonds totaling $495,000.00 and 
school construction notes amounting to $115,000.00. 
These notes and bonds mature in varying amounts dur- 
ing the ensuing twenty years. 


TRUST FUNDS—The total amount of trust fund prin- 
cipals was $81,933.21 and unexpended income amount- 
ed to $9,122.20. These funds are invested as follows: 


U. S. Bonds $22,000.00 
Bank Stock . 400.00 
Share Savings 1,200.00 
Time Deposits 67,455.41 
Total $91,055.41 


Attention is directed to Chapter 405 of the Public Laws 
of 1957 which governs the investment of trust funds. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS — The departmental 
operating accounts showed a decrease of $4,155.98 in 
funds raised by taxation, as compared with the preceding 
year. A smaller capital reserve fund appropriation and 
an increase in the education account appropriation were 
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the major factors responsible for the decrease. 

The departmental balances carried forward to the 
ensuing year increased by $24,133.80, as compared with 
balances at the start of the year. The increase occurred 
for the most part in the education account. 

The departmental operating statement reflects the 
receipts of $34,322.55 from the Giddings Fund which 
was disbursed during the year for chapel construction 
purposes. 


GENERAL—tThe use of excise tax revenue and appro- 
priations from surplus for various operations was author- 
ized by the townspeople. The transfer of a portion of the 
overlay to the contingent account was made by the town 
officials. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to de- 
termine the accurary of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial 
concern. 

Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of state- 
ments furnished by the depositories or by direct confirm- 
ation. External verifications were utilized, on a test basis, 
to determine the correctness of recorded assets and 
liabilities. 

An analysis was made of the receipts and deposits as 
well as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, 
payrolls and canceled checks were examined for a selec- 
ted period. 

Excise tax collections were verified with the copies of 
receipts retained by the tax collector. Education account 
balances were verified with the Superintendent of 
Schools. Debt, trust, and reserve fund transactions were 
examined. Bond coverage was reviewed. 

In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, 
the accompanying statements and supporting information 
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present fairly the financial position of the town at Janu- 
ary 31, 1959, and the results of its operations for the 


year then ended.

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Selectmen’s Report 


This is to report that in all departments under our 
direction we have had an excellent year—financially 
-and otherwise. 


The net surplus for the year’s operation amounts to 
$34,886.89. The cash balance was increased by $30,- 
732.66. 


The road program has proceeded very satisfactorily. As 
you may observe in this report, much has been ac- 
complished in the matter of welfare. For example: the 
Town refused to accept liability for a large family which 
would have amounted to a large sum of money. The 
case was settled and the Town will have no future lia- 
bility. 


Art. 5. The motion on this article should be to 
make the taxes due and payable one month after date 
of commitment of the 1959 taxes to the Collector. This 
enables the Collector to collect on personal property, 
owners of which might otherwise move out of Town 
without paying. 


Art. 8. This article is authorized in most of the 
municipalities and at times serves a very useful purpose. 


Art. 9-12. If article 9 is accepted, then Article 10 
will be passed over; and if Article 11 is accepted, then 
Article 12 will be passed over. 


Art. 14. The motion should be to transfer from the 
overlay and excise taxes the sum of $28,800.00 to 
apply to the several accounts. This amount will be in 
addition to the total appropriation. 


Art. 22. If it is voted to omit the detail in future 
Town Reports; it will save the Town several hundred 
dollars in printing and clerical expense. Many of the 
Towns throughout the State have eliminated this part 
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of the report feeling that the information may be ob- 
tained at the Town Office as needed. To mention a few 
Towns which have followed this procedure: Camden, 
Farmington, Waldoboro and many others. However, if 
the voters feel that they would like to have this informa- 
tion and wish to pay this additional expense, we will be 
pleased to compile the same. 


Art. 27. If the voters wish to purchase the fire 
equipment as outlined in this article and do not care 
to appropriate the money at the March 1959 Meeting, 
they may finance the same on a three Neo basis and vote 

‘ves’? on Articles 28 and 29. 


Art. 32. The abutments at the Longfellow Bridge 
are in excellent condition. This bridge, however, should 
have steel stringers with a reinforced concrete top. The 
estimated cost is $1,038.00; the Town to furnish the 
steel stringers which we would obtain second-hand from 
the State Bridge Department’s second-hand stock at 
Scarboro at a reasonable price. Also, the Town will fur- 
nish the steel to reinforce the concrete deck at an esti- 
mated total cost of $1,500.00. 


Art. 33. We feel that the Town highway dump 
truck would serve a useful purpose and be available at 
all times for washouts; emergency bridge repairs; tar 
patching, and would enable the Highway Department to 
give more prompt attention to complaints of the above 
nature. 


Art. 34. The Town was given the use of the Town 
Hall as long as they held the Town Meeting therein. It 
would now appear that in accordance with the terms of 
the deed that this property would revert to the heirs. 


Art. 44. With the new revaluation and assessing 
system which will be installed this year, the Assessors’ 
need to know when new buildings and alterations are 
started; therefore, this ordinance should be voted in the 
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affirmative and continued until the building code has 
been compiled and submitted to the voters. The Town 
Officials feel that the planning and zoning of the Town 
should be completed before the building code can be 
properly prepared. 


Art. 45. We find that the original traffic ordinance 
was not properly recorded in the Town records of 1953; 
therefore, it was necessary to reissue the traffic ordin- 
ances in booklet form which will accompany this report. 
Mr. Carl Usher, Stephen Wentworth, John R. Johnson, 
Jr., and Bertrand Gilman made up the able committee 
who revised this ordinance and made only the amend- 
ments and deletions which were deemed proper and to 
make the ordinance more readily understood. 


Art. 48. This article is self-explanatory and it should 
be voted to transfer the $567.17 to the Town interest 
account. 


Art. 49. This is the amount which has accumulated 
through premium on bonds and interest which will have 
been earned in investments in ninety-day U. S. Treasury 
bills on the High School Construction Fund. The vote 
on this Article should state that this amount together 
with any future earnings should be credited to an ac- 
count of your choice. 


Art. 51. We find that there are a great many back 
taxes which are uncollectable and worthless and the 
auditor recommends that these be charged off as un- 
collectable during the current year.
